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SINKING OF THK RIVERDALE IN 
THE NORTH RIVER. 

WIVE LIVES LOST AND FIFTEEN PER&0N8 

INJURED—THE ACCIDENT CAUSED BY 

THE BURSTING OF THE BOILER JUST 


AFTER THE START. 

The side-wheel steamer Riverdale left her 
pier at the foot of Harrison-street, North 
River, at 3:15 o’clock vesterday afternoon, 
and within 20 minutes from that time she was 
lying on her side on the bottom of the river, 
opposite Sixteenth-street, almost entirely 
submerged. By the bursting of her 
boiler she was a complete wreck, and her 
destruction was accompanied by the loss of at 
least 5 lives and the serious injury of 15 
other persons. 

The Riverdale belonged to what has been 
known as the Alexander Smith Line of Hud- 
son River steamers. She made daily trips 
between this City and Haverstraw, Dobbs 
Ferry, Tarrytown, Yonkers, and other places 
up the river, and carried both freight and pas- 
sengers. She was commanded by Cept. Jokn 
P. Smith, of Nyack, and, although an old 
boat, was quite popular with the people who 
have occasion to travel up and down the 
Hudson. She came to New-York from Hav- 
erstraw and the other up-river points vesterday 
morning, and had just started on her regular 
return trip when the disaster occurred. She 
left the Harrison-street pier on time, with a 
very light load of freight and, as the Captain 
says, about 50 passengers, including men, 
women, and children in about equal number. 
It was expected that a larger number of pas- 
sengers would be taken on board at the landing 
at the foot of West Twenty-second-street, as 
usually the Riverdale obtained the most of her 
passengers at this landing. Pilot Nelson Mc- 
Gee was in the pilot-house of the Riverdale as 
she steamed out into the river, and looking up 
stream he saw that the Albany boat Mary 
Powell was making a stop at the foot of 
Twenty-second-street. In order to enable the 
‘Albany boat to take on her freight and passen- 
gers and get away, the Riverdale, it is stated, 
Was moving along at a slow rate of speed. 
About one-half of the persons on board had 
distributed themselves upon the upper decks, 

fore and aft, and several women and children 


jwere in the after cabin. Nearly all of the 
passengers were people who live up the river 
at the places where the steamers of the Smith 
Line are in the habit of stopping. 

The steamer was nearly opposite the foot of 
Twelfth-street and was about 150 rods from 
the shore, when a dull, heavy sound, like the 
fall of a ponderous hammer, followed by the 
uprising of a dense cloud of smoke. steam, and 
fiving splinters, attracted the attention of 
peores of persons on the neighboring piers to 
the boat. Some whosaw the sight say that 
the pilot-house asd smoke-stack were thrown 
many feet up into the air. The river in that 
immediate vicinity was fortunately quite full 
of steam craft, plying here and there, and as 
poon as the fact was realized that an explosion 
bad occurred on the Riverdale, fully a dozen 
boats turned their prows that way and guickly 
Steamed to the rescue. The people on the 
piers who heard the explosion and saw the 
Fmoke rolling in thick masses from the cen- 
tre of the doomed boat thought that the 
gteamer was on fire. No fiames appeared, 
bowever, but it was sodn apparent to the fast- 
increasing crowd of beholders that the Kiver- 
Gale was sinking. Sie drifted with some 
speed up the river, and a gentleman who was 
‘watching her closely said that her forward 

seemed to sink first. The movements of 

rsons on board were not visible to those 
on shore, but a murmur of satisfaction ran 
niong the shore as a number of jarge boats 
were seen to close in around the sinking 
steamer. 

The fire-boat Zophar Mills, Capt. Robert R. 
Farrell, was lying at the foot of Morton-street 
when the explosion occurred. The loud report 
made by the bursting of the boiler was heard 
immediately by some of the men on the Mills, 
and withig 60 seconds her line was cast off and 
she was plowing her way toward the River- 
dale. Other boats reached the unfortunate 
steamer first, however. The heavy freight- 
boat Reliance, the Erie Railway tug T. Van 
Houten, and the freight propeller Raleigh 
were alongside of the Riverdale in less 
than 10 minutes after the explosion. Capt. 
Smith, his mates, and his crew are 
credited with maintaininga fair degree of 
coolness. Men on the Reliance say that when 
their boat reached the sinking steamer the 
officers and crew of the latter were trying to 

uiet the passengers and keep them from jump- 
ing overboard. The after decks of the River- 
dale had not been damaged by the explosion, 
and most of the frightened passengers were 
huddled together there. ‘the Reliance took off 
several, the T. Van Houten about 15 or 20, the 
propeller Raleigh an unknown number, and 
the tug-boat C. H.-Marshail is also 
creditea with saving some lives. The Mary 
Fowell cast loose from her moorings at the 
Twenty-second-street pier and backed down 
to the scene of the wreck.-It was reported that 
she picked up two or three of the Riverdale’s 
passengers and carried them up the river. The 
work of rescuing the passengers of the wrecked 
steamer had to be done very quickly, as it was 
evident that the Riverdale was filling rapidly. 
Sbe drifted as far as Sixteenth-street, 
when she careened suddenly over to- 
ward the New-York shore and quietly 
but guickly sank to the bottom of the river. 
A small boat had been lowered from the 
Zophar Mills, and 1t was rowed close to the 
wreck just as it was sinking. Three persons 

were ovserved struggling in the water. The 
fireman of the Mills saw a man wedged in bs- 
tween the netting and the joiner-work of the 
after portion of the wrecked steamer. Fire 
axes were vigorously plied and the man was 
extricated, but not before he had become un- 
ronscious. Strenuous efforts were made on 
board the Mills to resuscitate him. but he died 
on the deck of the fire-boat. Thomas Joseph 
Sauls and Thomas Farrell were next picked up 
and sent in asmall boat to the foot of West 
Twenty second-street. Mr. Sauls was at 
once sent to a hospital and the dead 
body was cared for by an undertaker. 
Thomas Farreli lives at Yonkers and wasa 
passenger on the Riverdale. He said that 
after the steamer left the Harrison-street pier 
he took a seat near the bow on the upper deck. 
He heard a low, rumbling sound and inquired 
of a deck-hand what caused it. The deck- 
hand, he says, told him that the engineer 
was blowing off steam. A few seconds after- 
ward he beard three similar rumbling sounds, 
and almost immediately came the crash of the 
explosion. He looked around him and saw 
that the Riverdale was surrounded by boats. 

Thinking that his safest course was to get 

away from the wreck, he jumped into the 

water, and was at once picked up by the men 
in the small boat of the Zophar Mills. 
‘The steamers Leader, Missisquoi, Jason, W. 

H. Bentley, and Missouri, and the fire-boat 

Havemeyer were soon cruising in the vicinity 

of the wreck. Their good offices were appar- 

ently not needed in succoring the passengers 
of the sunken boat, but they lowered small 
boats and kept a careful watch for whatever 
objects the sunken and swaying wreck might 
in the course of time send up to the surface. 

Several articles of wearing apparel and a few 

boxes and barrels containing domestic sup- 

plies were rescued from the water. Only a 

small portion of the gunwale of the River- 

dale was visible, and that was less than a 

foot above the surface. Small boats 

from the New-York shore swarmed like 
bees around the sunken steamer, and thrifty 
watermen added much good silver coin to 
their stores by rowing inquisitive persons out 
to the scene of the wreck. Among the steam- 
8rs who went to the assistance of the River- 

dale were Jay Gould’s Atalanta and E. 8. 

Jaffray’s yacht Stranger. Mr. Gould and Mr. 

Jaffray were about starting for their re- 

spective homes at Irvington-on-the-Hudson 

when the explosion occurred. According to 

a statement made by Garrett May, who has 

charge of the float at the foot of West Twen- 

sy-third-street, Mr. Gould had just stepped 
into his gig at the foot of Twenty-fourth- 
street, and was being rowed to the Atalanta, 
which was anchored out in the stream, when 
ais attention was drawn to the sinking 
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steamer. Mr. Jaffray had embarked from the 
foot of Twenty-third-street about the same 
time. The two millionaire yachtsmen are said 
to have signaled their yachts to go to the dis- 
tressed steamer, and they p:rsonally steered 
their small boats toward the wreck. In the 
confusion and excitement that attended the 
sinking of the Riverdale and the neces- 
sarily rapid transfer of her passengers to the 
various other boats that were clustered around 
her, it was not noticed whether Mr. Gould or 
Mr. Jaffray took any of the endangered pas- 
sengers into their own boats. Mr. May was 
ot the opinion that they did take a few persons 
on board their respective yachts and carried 
them up the river. 

The officers on the pier at the foot of West 
Twenty-second-street stated that 40 or 50 men, 
women, and children who had been taken off 
the Riverdale were landed there. Officer 
Michael Walsh said that he saw at least that 
number of rescued passengers ianded by the 
Reliance, the Van Houten, the Raleigh, the 
Marshall, and other boats. The steamer 
Leader, which runs between Sing Sing and 
this City, took nearly all of the Riverdale’s 
Sing Sing passengers from Twenty-second- 
street. The remainder of the rescued pas- 
sengers, except a few who chose to remain be- 
hind, were taken vo their homes by the steamer 
Chrystenab, also of the Smith Line. Several 
of the tug-boats attached lines to the sub- 
merged steamer about an hour and a halt 
after the explosion and tried to tow her in to- 
ward the shore. She remained immovable, 
however, and the tug men reluctantly aban- 
doned their efforts and turned the wrecked 
craft over to Capt. John P. Smith, who said 
that he should endeavor to have her raised as 
soon as possible. Divers have been en- 
gaged to make a thorough inspection 
of the wreck under water to-day. Capt. 
Smith said that he dm not believe 
there were any bodies in the cabins of the 
Riverdale, but as there was a possibility of 
such a thing he proposed to have a careful ex- 
amination made. Hire Commissioners Van 
Cott and Gorman and Police Commissioner 
Matthews visited the wreck on the fire-boat 
Mills late in the afternoon. The general be- 
lief in its vicinity last evening seemed to be 
that all of the dead and injured bad been re- 
moved to the shore. 

The excitement in the neighborhood of the 
disaster very soon became intense, and thou- 
sands of people hurried down to the piers. 
About 30 officers: and patrolmen from the 
Ninth, Twentieth, and Twenty-ninth Police 
Precincts were promptly detailed to guard 
the water’s edge, and it was donbtless 
due to their well-directed efforts that many 
heediess and over-curious persons were pre- 
vented from being drowned. Men and boys 
and even women clambered upon the sheds 
and lumber piles along the North River 
shore, between Twelfth and Twenty-third 
streets and absorbed with rness 
the wild rumors which were oating 
about. At the outset the wildest of these ru- 
mors put the number of peopie who had lost 
their lives by the disaster at 50 or 40, and oth- 
er reports would have it that the number of 
lives lost was 60 or 80. The promptness of the 
police in sending for the ambulances re- 
sulted in bringing a dozen hospital con- 
veyances to the foot of Fourteenth-street 
before any of the dead or wounded had 
been conveyed ashore. The sight of these am- 
bulances as they dashed through the streets 
ou their way to the North Kiver, and the din 
of their clanging bells, naturally added to the 
excitement, ae | each ambulance as it drove 
up to the pier at the foot of Fourteenth-street 
or the foot of Twenty-third-street, brought a 
large crowd of excited people in its train. The 
body of the man who died on the Zophar 
Mills was taken in an ambulance from the 
foot of Twenty-second-street to the Morgue. 

The body of Mrs. Charles Sisson, of Tary- 
town, who was drowned, was conveyed in a 
small boat to the small flaat off the foot of 
Fourteenth-street, and was allowed to be there 
untoucbed for more than halfan hour. ‘The 
poor old woman was clad in a plain black dress 
ot cheap end scant material. Coarse shoes were 
upon her feet, and asmall, unadorned dark 
straw bonnet was upon he head. The rough 
but well-meaning men who had pulled her out 
of the water thrdw her, in their hurry, upon 
her back upon the little float, and there she 
lay in ber dripping garments, with wrinkled 
hand twisted under her slender body, in the 
plain sight of thousands of people, without 
even so much as a_ shawl to cover 
her. A considerate policeman, who was 
guarding the float, stooped down ufter awhile 
and gently pulled the battered bonnet over 
the pale face, thus disclosing to view a mass 
of white hair all wet and tangled. Mr. 
W. B. Chapman, also of ‘Tarrytown, 
grandson of Mrs. Sisson remain with 
the old woman’s body until it was 
lifted into an undertaker’s wagon and 
carried away. Some reports were cir- 
culated that two or three of the male passen- 
gers of the Riverdale swam ashore after that 
boat went down, but the only tangible ground 
for such stories appeared to be the fact that a 
young man named Roden, of Tenth-avenue, 
fell over the bowsprit of a schooner near the 
foot of Fifteenth-street, and was obliged to 
swim 200 or 300 feet to reach the shore. 

Most of the stories told by eye-witnesses of 
the disaster agree that the sides of the River- 
dale appeared to be blown out by the explo- 
sion. There was very little damage done to 
the after part of the steamer. John V. 
Voorhis, an old gentleman who was going 
to Dobbs ferry, said that just before the ex- 
plosion he was sitting aft of the gang-way 
on the lower deck. He believed that when the 
boiler burst it not only tore open the sides, 
but also the bottom of the boat. ‘‘ The steam- 
er was torn all to pieces,” said Mr. Voorhis, 
‘**T have been on the water a great deal 
and have seen many wrecks, but I never 
saw so complete a wreck as this one,” 
The old gentleman said that a panic among 
the passengers followed the explosion. The 
women and children were particularly hard to 
manage, and Capt. Smith and bis men, Mr. 
Voorhis says, exerted themselves to main- 
tain order and to instruct the passen- 
gers in the use of the life preserv- 
ers. Mr. Voorhis said that he could not 
teli how many passengers were on the River- 
dale at the time of the accident. He thought 
that there were 20 women and children in the 
cabin, and was quite sure that all who were 
in the after part of the boat were saved. 

Charles A. Wiley, of No. 161 West Sixteenth- 
street. who was standing on the pier at the 
foot of Little Twelfth-street, said be saw the 
Riverdale as she came up the river. She 
seemed to have a good load of passengers. 
Most of them were aft. The boat started to 
whistle, and the steam burst out of the 
pipe in a hoarse roar just as the explosion took 
place. The explosion did not sound loud to 
him. Wiley was sure he saw three persons 
thrown into the air, and judged that 30 must 
have lost their lives in the, accident. The 
water was covered with wood-work torn from 
the boat and freight. 

Capt. Jonn P. Smith, who was in command 
of the Riverdale, was reluctant to talk about 
the matter lastevening. He said that hecould 
give no explanation of the cause of the disas- 
ter, and he knew nothing about the extent of 
the injuries received by his passengers. When 
the boiJer burst he said that he was forward 
on the lower deck. When he heard the noise 
and saw the rising cloud of steam and smoke 
he called to: his mates and crew to 
stand by their posts and ordered the 
life-boats to he lowered. There was 
much confusion among the passengers, some 
of whom were very much frightened. He 
thied to quiet them and told them that if 
they would keep cool they would all be 
saved. He did not know at first that 
his boat was sinking, but when he be- 
came satisfied that such was the fact he 
he turned his attention to getting the passen- 
gers on board the tugs which had come 
alongside of the Riverdale. Capt. Smith 
said that he did not believe that there 
were more than three or four dead and 

rhaps as many more seriously hurt. 

e had always regarded the Riverdale as 
a safe boat, and could not understand what 
should have caused the boiler to explode. The 
latter was only four or five years o]4, and was 
inspected last June. The Riverdale, Capt. 

Smith said, was allowed to carry 600 passen-

ANXIETY UP THE RiVER. 
FEARS OF FRIENDS AND STORIES OF THE 
PASSENGERS. 

There was much excitement in the places 
along the Hudson last evening to which the 
Riverdale runs, as many of their residents were 
in the habit of going to and from their homes 
upon this boat. There were many anxious in- 


quiries for information, but their appreben- 
sions were generally quickly allayed by the 
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arrival of their friends or relatives upon the 
Chrystenah or by the railroad. 
The clerk of the Riverdale, Henry Skidgell, 
! lives at Sing Sing, and he told this story last 
evening to a Times reporter: *To tell the 
truth, I do not feel much like talking of what 
I have gone through, for I feel very much 
confused. We left Harrison-street at 3:55 
P. M., our usual time, and were running up 
to Twenty-second-street. i was standing 
on the west side of the boat, about amidships, 
and, as near as I can guess, there were about 
125 passengers then on board. We were 
about opposite Seventeenth-street, when 
there came a_ rush, and I thought we 
had been run into by some other 
boat, but it proved that our own boiler had 
burst, and there was a crashing of timbers 
and great escape of steam. I immediately ran 
aft and tried to get into my office, where the 
boat’s books were and some of my clothes. 
But the door was locked and I could 
not get in, and did not wait to 
force it. Everything in there was lost. 
Capt. John Smith then called to me from 
somewhere—I could not see him—and said: 
‘*Get them all up stairs, quick!” I supposed 
he meant the passengers, but I did not see 
many, and those were already on their way 
there. I saw the mate lying on the deck, 
apparently much burt, but making an effort to 
os aver. I could not help him, forI hada 
sprained knee myself. Some one else helped 
him away, for he was saved, as were, I think, 
nearly all the passengers. I don’t know that 
any one was lost. A tug took me off and land- 
ed me at the Twenty-second-street dock. 
Pilot Nelson McGee was the worst hurt of 
any one I heard of, he being sent up through 
the roof of the pilot-house into the air, and 
falling back heavily on the deck. He was 
rescued and brought also to the Twenty-second- 
street dock. We both took the Chrystenah, a 
boat of our line that came right along, and 
proceeded up the river with the other 
passengers of the Riverdale. He lives at Hav- 
erstraw, and went there. A doctor on board 
examined him, and found he hadsevere bruises 
and it is feared internal injuries. His head 
and chest were fearfully bruised. I 
know all the crew were saved, for 
I saw all but the porter. The engineer, Daniel 
Taulman, was not hurt at ail. One of the fire- 
men, named George, was somewhat burt, but 
I could not find out how severely before I left 
on the Chrystenah.” 

Among the passengers on the Riverdale from 
Sing Sing were Henry Brill, Miss Diedrick, 
Joseph See, an expressman, and Miss M. E. 
Dowden. The last named was on the up- 
per deck, aft, at the time, and said last 
evening that when the explosion took 
place there was a great jarrin of 
the boat and he women and children 
allran aft. The whole front of the steamer 
seemed to have disappeared and the after part 
of the boat rose upin the air. *‘ We all en- 
Geavored to get life-preservers,” she said, ‘* but 
before there was any necessity to use them we 
were taken off by a tug-boat and landed at the 
dock.” 

Yonkers was greatly excited over the disas- 
ter, especially as any idea of its extent was 
not known for hours after it had happened. 
The death of Mr. and Mrs. Sisson, of Tarry- 
town, where they are very well known 
among the best families, was a leading 
topic of conversation there, while in Yon- 
kers the fear was generally expressed 
that a number of residents of the latter place 
had also lost their lives. Investigation, how- 
ever, did not disclose tbat such was the case, 
although several had very narrow escapes 
and were more or less injured. LEx-Alder- 
man Joseph M. Tompkins, who was 
injured by blows rom pieces. of 
timber, was lying on a_ lounge at his 
home in Nepperhan-avenue, Yonkers. He 
said he was talking witb his friend, Mr. To- 
bin, in the forward part of the boat, and was 
stunned by falling timber and badly injured on 
tke shoulders and neck. When he recovered 
his senses he scrambled to his feet, and, 
with Mr. Tobin, who was injured more than 
himself, got aboard a lighter that ran up and 
struck the bow of the Kiverdale. Mr. Tomp- 
kins saw another friend, J. P. R. Wells, of 
Yonkers, swimming out of the lower cabin, 
which was filled with water. He told a deck- 
hand to throw Mr. Wells a rope, which was 
done, and the latter was pulled on board. 
Anson B. Hoyt and Supervisor Reed came off 
all right, as they were in the after of the 
vessel. Samuel Moore was rescued in safety, 
as was also ex-Alderman Edward Underhill. 

James Tobin, a grocer, of Yonkers, could 
hardly speak when a TIMES reporter saw him 
last evening. The doctor had not expressed 
a decided opinion as to the condition of Mr. 
Tobin, who had recently recovered from a 
fit of sickness) He has probably _re- 
ceived internal injuries. Mr. Tobin has 
an artificial leg. He said between 
his groans that it was a terrible experience. 
He thought the boat went down in abouta 
minute. hen the accident happened he was 
conversing with a friend, and almost in an in- 
stant he was up to his knees in water. 

Reuben EK. Van Pelt, Superintendent of the 
Westchester Gas Company, was found in bed 
at his home, No. 107 Buena Vista-avenue, 
Yonkers, tired out from the exciting ex- 
perience of the day. Mr. Van Pelt said he 
was sitting in the back part of the upper 
saloon on a line with the passage-way, so that 
he could look up to the front of the boat. The 
boat had left the Harrison-street pier with the 
usual number of passengers, about 20 women 
and children and as many men, and was within 
four or five minutes’ sail of the upper 
landing when a tremendous explosion was 
heard. He was looking to the front, and 
could see fragments of woodwork flying 
across the passage, and flashes of fire 
and jets of steam. For a few mo- 
ments the passengers seemed to be 
stunned, and were in doubt whether or not 
it was the salute of some passing vessel. They 
soon realized, however, that there had been 
an explosion, and while women screamed and 
cried, the officers passed around, and in a self- 
possessed manner assured them that there was 
nodanger. Passengers retreated to the promen- 
deck outside and Mr. Van Pelt and others im- 
mediately dealt out life-preservers until they 
bad all been appropriated. The last one Mr. 
Van Pelt hel to attach to a stout old lady. 
Then several tugs approached, the nearest being 
1,000 feet off on the New-York side. Mr. Van 
Pelt then rushed to the edge of the Riverdale 
to see if she were sinking, and the deck-hands 
sprang into the water and swam toward the 
nearest tug. Mr. Van Peltsawa part of the 
wheel-house going down, and he jumped off 
and swam toward the tug. The current 
was very strong, and as heswam toward the 
middle of the vessel it carried him near its 
stern. There was a man on board with a rope 
in his hand, and Mr. Van Pelt shouted to him 
to throw it to him, which the man at 
first was reluctant to do, the tug being 
bent on reaching the Riverdale as soon 
as possible. The man, however, finally threw 
the rope to Mr. Van Pelt, who caught it. but 
went under water several times, as he was ex- 
hausted and the man did not have strength to 

ull him up. Assistance was soon given, 
iaweeer, * fa deck-hand and Mr. 

Van Pelt was hauled = on board. 
Mr. Van Pelt then looked in the direction of 
the steam-boatand saw it disappear, with *‘ not 
enough of it left to make a chicken-coop.” 
The whole thing, in Mr. Van Pelt’s opinion, 
did not last three minutes. 


W. B. Chapin, of Tarrytown, a student in 
the Junior Class of Princeton College, and the 
son of Warren Chapin, a lumber merchant at 
the foot of West Twenty-second-street, was on 
the Riverdale with his “an ge nel and grand- 
mother, Mr. and Mrs, Charles Sisson, and left 
them on the forward deck up stairs while 
he went below to enjoy a cigar. The 
aged couple seated themselves near the 
wooden inciosure of the lower part of the 
smoke-stack. Young Chapin had hardly been 
down stairs more than a minute, he thougbt, 
when he heard a muffled explosion and all the 
forward part of the vessel, as it seemed, 
was blown up. The boat keeled and 
went down bow first. Up to his knees in 
water, Chapin and a dozen men seized life-pre- 
servers, but be was the first to leap up stairs. 
The bow of the vessel being submerged, he 
rushed to the stern, which was barely cut of 
water, and was about to jump overboard when 
a tug drew near and he leaped upon it, assist- 
ing @ young lady, whose name he did not 
learn, todothesame. As he reached the upper 
deck three men run up from the engine-room, 
badly scalded, and with skin hanging from 
their persons. Then they fell down on the 
deck groaning, and he did not see them 
again. On the arrival of the tug at the 
Twenty-second-street pier, Mr. Chapin made 
inquiries regarding his grandfather and 
grandmother, and for a. time he 
could find do trace of either. After 
a while, however, his grandmother’s body 
floated pear the foot of Fifteenth-street and 
wns taken ashore. Her face was black and

could find no trace of his grand- 
father’s body. In his opinion there could 
hardly have‘been too greata pressure of steam 
on, as the vessel was going very slow in order 
to allow the Mary Powell to get out of the 
Twenty-second-street dock. Mr. Chapin add- 
ed that the strap of his life-preserver broke as 
if it was rotten, The ladies, with one excep- 
tion, so far as he saw, did not have any life- 
preservers, 

A gentleman who has traveled frequently 
on the Kiverdale told a Times reporter last 
evening that the engineer remarked to him 
some time ago that the machinery of the vessel 
was not heavy enough for the boat and that it 
would need overbauling soon.

LIST OF THE VICTIMS. 
NAMES OF THE KILLED, THE WOUNDED, 
AND THE MISSING. 

As far as could be ascertained last night, 
only three persons were killed at the time of 
the accident. Two of these met instant 
death from the explosion, another 
lost his life by drowning. There 
were 17 persons injured, of whom 
two subsequently died in hospitals, increasing 
the loss of life to five. Of the remaining in- 
jurea persons oniy one is considered in any 
danger of death, and there isa possibility of 
recovery in that case. Following is a list of 
the killed, injured, and missing: 

THE DEAD. 


Deymers, Grorce A.--He was 2¢ years old and a 
fireman on the Riverdale. Taken to the St. Vin- 
cent Hospital from the foot of West Twelfth-street. 
Fatally sealded; his body was covered with blis- 
ters. He died about midnight. When admitted 
to the hospital the skin of his hands peeled off 
like a glove. When he first spoke of the affair 
he said ttat the Riverdale started from the 
foot of MHarrtison-street at 3:20 M. 
At Gansevoort-street the vessel was going 
at less than half speed. Deymes was in the 
engine-room, and he noticed steam coming from 
beneath the boiler before the speed was slackened. 
Then came the escape of steam, and he endeav- 
ored to see what was the matter. The steam 
eushed out in a greater volume than be- 
fore and compelled him to hasten to the 
deck through the stoke-hole. Just as he was 
climSing through the aperture there was an explo- 
sion and he was thrown on the deck and enveloped 
inacioud of steam. He saw that al! the persons 
on board were aftand that he could not reach 
them, so he jumped overboard. A rope was 
thrown to him from a tug believed to be the Com- 
modore Duryea, and he was drawn on board. 
Then he became wneonscious and remained in that 
condition until he was placed in the ambulance. 
He lived on the Riverdale and had no friends in 
New-York. 

Greece, Taomas.—Mr. Gregg was 82 years old, 
and lived with his son, a youth, 18 years old, 
and two daughters, at No. 606 Water- 
street, He left home yesterday noon 
in company with his old friend, Capt. 
Jonn Voorhis for the purpose of paying a visit to 
the family of the latter at his home in Palisades, 
opposite Dobbs Ferry. When the explosion oc- 
curred he was thrown overboard, and his body was 
subsequently found floating in the river at the 
foot of West Seventeenth-street. It is supposed 
that he met his death by drowning. His body was 
taken to the Morgue, where it was identified late 
last evening by hisson. The Jatter said that when 
he left home yesterday morning his father had no 
intention of leaving the City. .When the young 
man was on his way home he heard of the acci- 
dent, and ascertained from his sisters that bis 
fatner was probably a passenger on the ill-fated 
boat. Mr. Gregg was engaged in the wood and 
willow ware business up to a short time ago. 

SavuL, Tuomas JosEPH.—Mr. Saul was a pump- 
fitter at No. 100 Beekman-street, in this City, and 
lived at No. 292 Sumter-street, Brooklyn. He 
was taken to Bellevue Hospitai. He was 
conscious at the time of his removal. 
When he was being removed from the ambulance 
to the elevator in the hospital he said, faintly: 
“Give meadrink of water.” His body was cov- 
ered with blisters from the steam. Dr. Wardwell 
dressed his injuries and then asked 
bim “where be was bound when he 
was injured. Mr. Saul, who was evidently suffer- 
ing from shock, stared at the doctor and said he 
“did not know where he received his injuries.” 
He subsequently became unconscious and died at 
11 o'clock. He leaves five orphan children, his wife 
having died about a year ago. 

Sisson, CHARLES.—Mr. Sisson, a retired dry- 
goods merchant, 72 years of age, was sitting on 
the forward deck, near the funnel, with his wife, 
when the explosion occurred, and was instantly 
killed. He was in vigorous beaitb and as enegeticas 
aman 10 yeare younger. He was anative of Con- 
necticut, and retired from business about 15 years 
ago in Windsor Locks, Conn., where he had 
amassed a fortune. Mr. Sisson owned a fine es- 
tate in Tarrytown, where he had resided for the 
past 14 years. 

Sisson, Mrs. Jutia.—The wife of Charles Sisson 
was instantly killed by the explosion. She wasa 
native of Connecticut and was married 45 years 
ago. She wasa member of the Blanchard family, 
of Connecticut. Her body was recovered at the 
foot of Fifteenth-street, from which it was re- 
moved to Merritt’s undertaking establishment in 
Eighth-avenue.

Bre.t, Jonny, scalded about the face and hands. 
He went unaided to his home in Yonkers. 

FannineG, Peter, a deck-hand belonging to the 
Riverdale. His face and left nand were burned, 
and he now lies at the Chambers-Street Hospital. 
He is not seriously injured. 

GARDNER, THE Rev. Howeur E., 56 years old,a 
local Methodist preacher residing at No. 349 South 
Second-street, Williamsburg. Taken to the New- 
York Hoapital from the foot of West Sixteenth- 
street. He was seriously scalded about the legs, 
arms, face, and neck, and his condition last 
night was critical, although were he a younger 
man the physicians would not feel anxious 
about him. He was on his way to visit his 
his wife, who was on a visit to friends in 
Yonkers, and on his arrival at the hospital 
a telegram was sent to her. Mrs. Gardner arrived 
at the hospital shortly after 6 o’clock and 
was prostrated with erief. Sbe remained 
with her husband. Mrs. Emma _  Hedden, 
a friend of the family, came over from Wil- 
liamsburg and was with them for an bour. A gentle- 
man who has been well acquainted with Mr. How- 
ell Gardner for many years past consented verv 
willingly,last evening,to give such an outline sketch 
of his career as he was able. ‘ WhenIfirst knew 
of Howell Gardner,” said he, “he was notorious 
asa pugilist and sporting character in New-York. 
He and his brother Orville were equally distin- 
guished in this way, though rville was 
perhaps the worst of the two. Howell 
was made like a gentlemanly athlete and less of a 
prize-fighter, while Orville belonged distinctly 
to the “tarrier’ variety. Both of them were 
distinguished as bruisers and professional trainers, 
Howell was the younger of the two—he ought to 
be 53 or 55 years old to-day. Orville was 10 years 
his senior. It was about 1857, I think, that 
the great Methodist revival took place 
up in Port Chester. There was much 
—— excitement that year, and poiltical meet- 
ngs were going on in Port Chester at the time, in 
which Howell Gardner figured prominently. 
He went into a female prayer-meeting one 
Gay out of euriosity, and became ‘awakened.”’ 
His conversion was so sudden and thorough that 
he began to shout aloud, and is actually said 
te have leaped over the heads of the 
ladies present in his religious enthusiasm. He ran 
out into the street and interrupted a political 
meeting; every one thought he was insane. Up to 
that time he had been known as “' Horrible” Gard- 
ner, while his brother was called ‘*Awful’’ Gard- 
ner, but he became from that time most religions 
aud the revival was greatly assisted by so marked 
a victory over the devil. * Awful’’ came soon af- 
ter to see his brother, caught the infection, and 
joined Sammy Halsted’s praying band. How- 
ell bas been an evangelist ever since, and 
has made many converts to Christianity. 
He has been very successful in this City as well as 
in Brooklyn and Newark. Orville is now an inmate 
of the Methodist Home for the Aged and Infirm, in 
Forty-second-street. Both the brothers have since 
their conversion been religious men.” 

Henry, Wituiam H.—Deck-hand on the steam- 
boat. Some of the bones in his face were broken; 
he was removed, in an unconscious condition, to 
the New-York Hospital; he was 18 years old and 
lived at No. 127 Varick-etreet. 

Hoyt, ANIson B,—He was slightly scalded, but 
was able to go to to his home in Yonkers without 
assistance. 

Kenny, Wr1am H., 18 years old, of No. 127 
Varick-street, employed as oiler on the Riverdale. 
He suffers from scalds on his face and feet, Capt. 
Smith visited him at the New-York Hospital, and 
left instructions that he should have everything he 
needed. Kenny will probably recover. 

Lazarus, IsRaEL, Of No. 72 Mott-street, received 
a bruise on the knee, and was struck on the 
thigh by a piece of fiying timber. After 
the explosion he clung to a_ piece of 
fron on the side of tne wrecked boat, 
his body hanging in the water. He remained in 
this position until he was reseued by a tug boat. 
He was taken to the New-York Hospital, from 
where, after his injuries had received at- 
tention he was abdie to go to his home. 
Mr. Lazarus was onthe way to Haverstraw with 
astock of goods. He was inthe bow of the boat 
at the timo of the explosion, and could not say 
how many were on the rear of the boat.. He 
thought there must at least have been 60 persons 
on board. 

M-FPai sen, Mrs., slightly injured by the escap- 
Ing steam, but able to go home by train to Yonkers. 

McGgz, Neison—Pilot of the boat. He was 
scalded by escaping steam and injured by flying 
timbers. H.. was taken to his home in Haverstraw. 

McGexu. Nicnotas—One of the mates of the 
Riverdale, had {is leg broken bv the exvlosion. 
He was taken by his friends to his home in Haver. 
straw. He is about 45 years old. 

Satarm, Jon, a native of Italy. 46 years 
old. and mate of the Riverdale.

Toxsin, James.—Mr. Tobin is a grocer of Yonker. 
He was badiy burned in various parts of his body, 
and, it is thought, received serious internal in- 
juries. He had only recently recovered from a se- 
vere illness. 

Tompkins, Josepu M., ex-Alderman of Yonkers, 
was struck by flying timbers and was seriously 
hurt on the breast. It is possible that he also re- 
ceived internal injuries. @ was sitting on the 
forward part of the boat on the lower deck when 
the explosion occurred and was rescued by men on 
board ofa lighter. His injuries were temporarily 
dressed, and he returned to Yonkers by train. 

Van Petr, R. H.—Mr. Van Pelt was on his way 
to his home in Yonkers. He was slightiy scalded 
by the escaping steam and was biown into the 
water by the force of the explosion. He went 
home by train.

HISTORY OF THE BOAT. 
BUILT ABOUT THIRTY-FIVE YEARS AGO—AN 
ACCIDENT IN 1880. 

The Riverdale was built about 35 years 
ago for the Smith brothers, of Nyack. She 
was run by them in toe North River and 
around New-York Bay. Twelve years ago, 
while she was the property of Isaac P, Smith, 


of Nyack, her hull was rebuilt at Jersey City 
by Michael S. Ellison. Her name, which had 
previously been the Jobn G. Coffin, was then 
changed to the Alexis. Five years ago she 
was offered at Sheriff’s sale and bought by 
the late Capt. Alexander M. C. Smith. In 
1879 she was again overhauled, and two new 
iron boilers, built by Fletcher, Harrison & 
Co., were put in her. Her name was again 
changed, this time to tbe Riverdale. As re- 
constructed, the Riverdale was a wooden side- 
wheel steamer of 432.92 gross and 318.21 
net tons burden. She was about 175 feet 
long, and had two decks, connected by 
two permanent stairways. The lower deck 
was used for freight, and the upper 
for passengers. Upon the upper was asaloon. 
The Riverdale was driven by one engine, the 
cylinder of which was 40 inches in diameter. 
The stroke of the piston was 10 feet. Her 
boilers were each 24 feet in length, 6 feet 6 
inches in diameter, and had 22 flues, They 
were made of one-fourth-inch iron, the 
longitudinal seams being double riveted. 
There were three safety-valves, each 
with, weights adjusted at 40 pounds, 
six gauge cocks, two low-water gauges, and 
two fusible plugs. Two 4-inch bore feed- 
pumps of 48-inch stroke supplied the boiler. 
The vessel also had a double-acting steam-pump. 
She had no water-tight bulkheads. For pro- 
tection against fire the Riverdale had two hand- 
pumps, 250 feet of hose divided into three sec- 
tions, 30 fire-buckets, three water barrels, and 
six axes. She was also provided with one me- 
tallic and four wooden life-boats and 616 cork 
life-preservers. She was last inspected on 
June 21, of this year. The inspection was 
‘made by Assistant Inspector of Hulls D. P. 
Vey and Assistant Inspector of Boilers Alex- 
ander Cauldwell. It was sworn to on July 7 
before Inspector of Hulls SamuelG. Fairchild 
and Inspector of Boilers John K. Matthews. 
The certificate was given for one year. It 
states that the boat was built at Jersey City 
in 1871, evidentiy confounding the reconstruc- 
tion of the hull with the original construction 
of the boat. The certificate allows a pressure 
of 40 pounds to the square inch on the boiler, 
the tensile streagth of which is certified to 
be 50,000 pounds. She was permitted to carry 
600 passengers and to navigate in the East and 
North Rivers and New-York Harbor. She 
was valued at $40,000 to $50,000 and was in- 
sured. Her crew consisted, according to the 
certificate, of a master, mate, engineer, pilot, 
and 16 men. ; 

Yesterday’s accident was not the first which 
occurred to the Riverdsle, The former one, 
which took place soon after noon on Sunday, 
Aug. 8, 1880, was not so serious. If, however, 
the boat had been crowded with passengers at 
the tirne it would have resulted gravely. She 
was lying off the foot of West Twenty- 
fifth-street, when her port steam drum-head 
blew off. She was then employed on the 
Sea Beach route to Coney Island and was to 
start again at 1:30, While the other boats 
were using the Twenty-fourth-street pier she 
lay out in the streaa. At 12:35 P. M. persons 
on shore heard a loud report and saw a volume 
of steam cover the forward part of her upper 
deck on the port side, while fragments of 
broken wood-work were thrown a great dis- 
tance and fell into the water. The officers of 
the boat at the time were Capt. J. P. Smith, 
Pilot Nelson McGee, and Engineer Daniel Taul- 
man. Capt. Smith tried to belittle the acci- 
dent, but nevertheless attacked the boiler- 
makers, Fletcher & Harrison, who put the 
drum-head in a year before. The drum was 
7 feet 8 inches long and 25 inches in diameter. 
The explosion blew out and folded over a flap 
of the head. The force of the explosion 
was so great as to tear away wood- 
work near the port door of the 
saloon, demolish awning stanchions, and 
clear away 10 feet of the upperrail and netting 
20 feet from the head of the drum, The 
steam, as scars on the wood-work showed. 
spread out like a fan, and any person stand- 
ing near the saloon door or the rail would have 
been scalded or blown into the river. The head 
of the drum was simply oxidized iron about 
one-twenty-fourth of an inch thick. The side 
plates were deeply corroded. Had the vessel 
been crowded many persons would have been 
near the front saloon doors tocatch the breeze. 
At the time of the accident she carried 28 
pounds of steam and was limited to 40. The 
engineer opened the valve and all the steam 
was blown off, preventing more serious results.

A DOUBLY FATAL DUEL. 


TWO YOUNG MEN LIVING IN ILLINOIS FALL 
ON THE FIELD OF HONOR. 

VANDALIA, Ill, Aug. 28.—For several 
weeks Lewis Phillips and Jacob Rosenbeck, 
who reside in Bowling Green Township, have 
been on bad terms. The cause of the 
quarrel was some remark made by Phil- 
lips which reflected on the reputation 
of Miss Rosenbeck. The young men had a 
series of fights, and the quarrel was sure to 
be renewed whenever they met. Finally the 


two ugreed to settle their difficulties accord- 
ing to the code, and as this part of the State is 
essentially Southern in its feelings, there was no 
difficulty in arranging the preliminaries. The 
place selected was an opening in the woods 
near Louden City, in the extreme northern 
part of the county. They met there at 6 
o’clock yesterday morning, and the ground 
was measured off by the seconds, John 
Wrenn and Mack Swank. The word 
was given and _  Rosenbeck promptly 
fired. The ball entered the mouth of Phil- 
lips, who staggered and appeared about to fall. 
He recovered himself, however, by an al- 
most superhuman effort, took deliberate 
aim and fired. Rosenbeck was also shot 
in the mouth, the ball ranging upward 
to the brain. Both men fell almost instantly, 
Rosenbeck dead and Phillips gasping for 
breath. The dead body and the wounded 
man were quickly removed from _ the 
field and medical assistance summoned 
without availing anything, for Phillips 
died within three hours). He was a 
school teacher. Both young men were about 
22 years old and well known in the commu- 
nity. The seconds disappeared after the duel, 
and thus far have succeeded in eluding the 
Sheriff. There is much exciteraent over the 
affair throughout the county, where both the 
aris 4 fellows were well and favorably known, 
and the seconds to the affair may be roughly 
handled if caught.

SEEKING TO WIND UP TSE BUSINESS OF 
THE CHICAGO TYPE FOUNDRY. 

CaicaGco, Aug. 28.—A. P. Luse, a member 
of the well-known firm of Marder, Luse & Co., 
filed a bill to-day in the United States Circuit 
Court against his partners, John Marder and Carl 
Mueller, asking for a dissolution of partnership. 
Ke says that the present firm was formed on July 
2, 1880, by buying out the interest of David Scofield 
in the old firm of Marder. Luse & Co., or as it 
was also called the Chicago Type Foundry. The cap- 
ital stock of the new corcern was fixed at $210,000, 


of which Maider and Luce each owned two-fifths 
and Mueller one-fifth. Besides his share of the profits 
Marder was to receive $5,000 a year, Luse $3,500, 
and Mueller $3,000, which was to be charged 
to the account of profit and _ioss. 
The building Nos. 139 and 141 Monroe-street 
where the business was carried on ia owned by 
Marder & Luse, and was rented to the firm for $7,000 
a year. On July 2 last the firm was dissolved by lim- 
itat on, but the partners have since bcen carrying 
on the business by common consent in hope of 
making an amicable settlement. According to 
the custom of the trade the sales of 
the firm have been made on long time. 
and the outstanding debts amount to $71,946 25 
iu notes and bills receivabie and $94,174 33 in book 
accounts, nearly all of which are good. 
Tbe machinery, fixtures, &c., ars valued 
at $74,496 13 and the remaining assets 
at $092,436 88 Part of the assets consist 
of a three-fifths interest in the firm of Majider, 
Luse & Co., of Son Francisco, the capital 
stock of which is $50,000. The San Fran- 
cisco branch owes the Chicago firm $14,- 
965, and the resident member owes $10,000 more. 
The value of ali the assets of the firm depends 
largely on the manner in which the business is 
closed up, as, if the firm should be com- 
pelled to make a forced sale of its prop- 
erty, a very large ioss would result. 
The firm also has a branch at Minneapolis 
with assets valued at $17,893 23. The whole assets 
of the Chicago firm amount to $821,280 36 
and its debts to $148,496 81, leaving a net sur- 
lus of $229,784 05. The eomplainant charges 
e has repeatedly tried to get a fair 
and amicable settlement from his partners, but 
Mueller wants to go on with the business, and re- 
fused to sell out except at an exorb!tant price.

C1VIL SERVICE REFORM WORK 1N 
NEW-YORK. 

STATE COMMISSIONERS PREPARIN4 
THEIR PLANS FOR SUBMISSION TO TH# 
GOVERNOR. ; 

AxBany, Aug. 28.—The State Civil Ser. 
vice Commissioners—John Jay, Henry A. 
Richmond, Augustus Scbhoonmaker, and Chief 
Examiner Silas W. Burt—met this afternoun» 
to prepare a classification of the employes in 
the various departments of the State. Since 
the organization of the commission in June, a 
large amount of material relating to the pub- 
lic service has been collected as the basis of this 
work. The circulars of inquiry sent out by 
the commission to the heads of departments 
and State institutions have now been fully an- 
swered, except in a few cases whefe peculiar 


circumstances have occasioned a delay. Dur- 
ing the Summer Gen. Burt has also personaliy 
examined the workings of most of the 
prisons, reformatories, and asylums which 
come under the operation of the act. 
The Commissioners have received the - 
hearty co-operation of the State officials in 
their labors, and are in possession of verv 
complete data for the establishment of the 
— reform. At present, they are not at 
iberty to make public much of their work, 
for the Jaw imposes the duty of classification 
on the Governor, and their scheme must 4s 
presented to him aud approved before 
its general features ‘ak details can 
be announced. The task on  whict 
they are engaged is a_ difficuit ons 
to perform satisfactorily. There are 1,500 tc 
1,800 places affected by the reform act, rang- 
ing froma chief clerk in a department to a 
nurse in a charitable institution or keeper in 2 
prison. No attempt has ever been made pre 
viously to group them. Their occupations are 
very diversified, while the number emploved 
in the same kind of work is_ small. 
The commission will remain in session regu- 
larly until a plan of classification is agreed 
on. This they hope to have ready for presen- 
tation to Gov. Cleveland for his approval on 
his return from the Adirondacks next week. 
To-day the commission received a communica- 
tion trom Mr. Lowell, of the State Board oi 
Charities, giving some very valuable sugges- 
tions about the application of the reform tc 
charitable institutions. Mayor Franklin Ed- 
son sent a letter in which he said he would be 
pleased tomeet the commission on some date 
in September and havea consuitation with 
them and certain heads of the metropolitar 
departments. Mayor Parsons, of Rochester 
has also written inviting a meeting, and ex- 
pressing his desire todo allin his power tc 
further the cause of reform.

RAILWAY TRESTiLE-WORK BURNED.

The next issue of the guide 
will be compressed into 36 pages, the number 
fixed by the contract.

NO TELEPHONE CONSOLIDATION. 


THE PLAN FOR THE COMBINING OF THE 
NEW-ENGLAND COMPANIES FALLS THROUGH. 

Boston, Aug. 28.—The failure of the scheme 
for the consolidation of all the New-England tele- 
phone companies appears to be due to the fact 
that the American Bell Company, it was consid- 
ered, would have a disproportionately large share 
of the advantages to be derived from the union. 
The New-Evgland companies had a united capital 
of $16,000,000, of which the American Bell Com- 
pany was to take one-half at the outset, and then 
$1,000,000 of the remaining $8,000,000 as a construc- 


tion fund. ‘This would have left the consolidated 
companies but $7,000,000 with which to com- 

iete their plant, and of this the American 
Bell Company retained the right to take one- 
half, or at least one-half, of all the new issues of 
stock. When the consolidation was first proposed 
there was littie difficulty in obtaining a unanimous 
vote of all the companies, except the Providence 
company. The Connecticut company, seeing the 
Providence company holding off, refused to come 
in, Butatthe meeting held two weeks ago the 
stockholders of the united New-England compa- 
nies unanimously voted that the Exeeutive 
Committee chosen .to forward the aonsoll- 
dation scheme should consummate the same. 
The stock of the individual companies, 
contrary to general expectations, did not 
immediately increase in value, but, on the con- 
trary, began to decline. In seeking the cause of 
this the stockholders of the New-England scom- 
panies tound they had made a mistake, and when 
the Executive Committee met to complete the 
consolidation they were met by such a number of 
petitions from the stockholders against it that 
they felt bound to heed them. Hence the failure 
of the scheme. That the consolidation of the New- 
England telephone companies with the Bell Com- 
pany ‘will never take place under the present plan 
is virtually assured. The Executive Committee 
will immediately edvise the Superintendents of the 
several local eompanies to go about their regular 
business just as though the consojidation was 
never thought of. 
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THE GAMBLING RAGE IN CHIOAGC. 

‘Is poker-playing quite general in Chi- 
cago ?’’ asked a Chicago 7ribune reporter of a pro- 
fessional card-sharper, who manages to get admis- 
sion to the best society. 

“Well, I should insinuate. It has become the 
mode, and has almost entirely superseded all 
other games of cards. One-third of all the people 


in Chicago between the ages of 15 and 75 ‘stay by 
their ante,’ ‘straddle,’ ‘raise the blind,’ ‘stand 
pot,’ ask how many cards the dealer took, get 
called with a bot-tail flush, and ‘go broke.’ Oh, 
it’s a popular game !"’ 

** Are there many lady players here?’ 

“Immense numbers of them. They get stuck on 
the game worse than men. Why, I've known re- 
spectable ladies to »awn their jewelry—even their 
wedding rings--for money with which to set into a 
game.”’ 

* Do ladies play well?” 

“They generally play a bold game and binff 
more than men. The best players I've ever met in 
society games have been ladies. Many ladies give 
little parties regularly where poker is the order of 
the evening. And many of them make money at 
it. I've several times been ‘downed’ in a game by 
ladies.” 

**How do people learn to play?”’ 

“They commence by playing for buttons, then 
freeze-out for ice-cream or some other trifling. 
treat, then nenny-ante for keeps, and finally drift 
into a game only bounded by their means, and 
sometimes without that limitation. Young men 
who learn to play at home and in the houses of 
friends soon tire of a small game and visit poker 
rooms. of which there are literally hundreds in the 
city. From these to the iarger gambling-houses is 
but a step, and in a majority of cases their ruin is 
complete. Many a defaulting clerk dates his 
downfall from the night when he first opened the 
festive ‘jack-pot’ for the limit—five cents—and 
many a woman has been driven, or rather drawn, 
tothe bad through the seductions of that game 
where ‘it’s all in the draw.’”’ 

‘Is the interest in the game on the !ncrease?” 

“ Yes, decidedly. Twenty-five years ago poker- 
playing wasa rarity in the North, Now it per- 
vades all classes of society. It has demoralized 
the army. Secretary Lineoln is trying to suppress 
it, but with poor success. With pork and beans it 
divides the American claim to originality. A na- 
tive of the South, it has gradually spread, until it 
is now played in every town and hamlet in the 

land. It has been introduced abroad, and, thanks 
to the championship of Gen. Robert Schenck, has 
‘caught on’ at the Court of St. James, and will 
s00n become the universal gambling game of the 
world.”

A HISTORIC NEW-EXGLAND TOWN. 
Correspondence of the Springfield Republican, 

SxaBRooK, N. H., Monday, Aug. 29.,—The 
old town of Hampton, which once stretched all 
along this shore from Portsmouth to Salisbury 
and reached inland to Exeter, has long been par- 
celed out among half a dozen towns, the new- 
est of which, Seabrook, is more than 100 years old 
—having been incorporated in 1768. One hundred 
years earlier Seabrook had been one of the nooks 


in which the Quakers of William Penn’s time es- 
tablished themselves, and it was from here that 
Stephen Huseey, one of the Quakers who founded 
Nantucket, went forth to settle that island, where 
he died in 1718 at the age of 88. Hie father, Chris- 
topher Hussey, was one of the first set- 
tlers of Hampton, and died here March 10, 
1686, at the age of 687; it is from him that the 
poet Whittier is descended, through Joseph Hus- 
sey, a brother of Stephen. The Goves of See- 
brook, Quakers and friends of Whittier, are de- 
scended from a contemporary of Stephen and Jo- 
seph Hussey—Edward Gove, who raised a rebel- 
lion in New-Hampshire in 1683, and was sentenced 
to be hanged, drawn. and quartered for high 
treason by Richerd Waldron, then one of the 
Frovinece Judges. He was the only man in New- 
England upon whom that barbarous sentence was 
passed, and it was never executed, for King 
Charies Ll. ordered bim to be sent over to Eng- 
land, where, after lying a prisoner in the Tower 
for months, he was pardoned and sent home to 
Seabrook. where he died an old man. His release 
was due in pert to the exertions of his 
neighbor, Nathaniel Weare, of Seabrook, (a 
great jandholder here and grandfather of 
Meshech Weare, who was the first Gover- 
nor of New-Hampsbire after the Revolution.) 
who was sent over to England jn 1684 by the colo- 
nists of New-Hampshire to plead their cause 
against Cranfield, their tyrannical Governor, be-

The number of institutions of this class in 
operation in the State is 15, of which 18 are in the 
cities of New-York and Brooklyn. The detailed 
reports of five of these were givenin Tue Trxzs 
yesterday. Of the others, the returns from seven 
are now published, the remaining one being 
the German-American Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, which was chartered last Winter, and 
completed its organization and entered upon 
active business late in June. The wonderful 
growth of these institutions is shown in the fact 
that their deposits have increased $18,739,008 02 
since July 1, 1882, and at this date they hold de- 
posits of $123,687,193 18 in the aggregate. The 
business of the trust companies is largely confined 
to loaning on collaterals and personal securities, 
and their organization seems to have supplied a 
want in the financial system of the State.

A OURIOUS THEFT

HOW A YOUNG INDIAN STUDENT WAS TAKEN 
IN BY A GIRL. 
From the London Telegraph, Aug. 16. 

At the Marylebone Police Court yesterday 
a fashionably attired young woman, aged 19, who 
gave the name of Blanche Coulston, was cherged 
with stealing three gold rings, valued at £20, the 
property of Mr. Tahrirud-din Ahmed,an Indian 
student, residing at No. 1 Colville-gardens, Ken- 
sington.

When the last train came in it did not 
contain her parents, and his new acquaintance in- 
vited him to become her guest; on his accepting 
the invitation they drove to No. 8 Stanhope-ter- 
race, Regent’s Park, which they reached about 
midnight. She gave him some wine, and told him 
that she bad taken a suite of rooms there in antici- 
pation of her father’s arrival, and that if he pleased 
he could occupy her father’s room forthe night. 
He did so, and the next morning again accom- 
cong wy Blanche to London Bridge Station, ostensi- 

ty to meet her parentS. They, however, did not 
come, and he and the defendant, at hersuggostion, 
proceeded to the Grosvenor Hotel to see if the rel- 
atives were there. Not finding them, they went to 
the prosecutor's lodgings in Colville-gardens, 
where he suggested that she should send a tele- 
gram to her father at Brighton. Blanche com- 
plained of having a headache, and he administered 
some medicine, after which they telegraphed from 
Westbourne-grove to Brighton. Miss Coulston 
told him that she wanted to fetch some things 
from a school near Euston-square, where she used 
to stay. and he expressed a wish to go with her. 
They drove to her apartments at No. 2 Stanhope- 
terrace, and there partook of tuncheon. His 
hostess told him that the carriage would be ready 
about 8 o’clock, and said if he would like to 
wash he could do so in her father’s room. He 
assented, but before he left the drawing- 
room the defendant said that she should like 
to look at his rings, so he took them off and handed 
them to her, leaving them in her custody while he 
Went to wash. When he returned to the drawing- 
room Blanche was not there, and after waiting for 
a few minutes he rang the bell, and the landlady 
of the house came up. She informed him that Miss 
Coulston had driven awayin her carriage. He 
then called a hansom and went to London Bridge 
Station. Failing to find her there, he returned to 
Stanhope-terrace and waited for two or threes 
hours, but she did not return. About 10 o'clock at 
night the carriage came back to the house, but 
without the defendant. The prosecutor then went 
home, asking the landlady to telegraph to him in 
the event of receiving tidings of Miss Coniston, 
and the next day gave information to the police. 
On Tuesday evening last he met Blanche in the 
company of a gentleman at the Fisheries Exhibi- 
tion, and gave her into oustody. The rings pro- 
duced were his property, but he positively deniea 
that he gave them to the prisoner. 

Henry Selby, of No. 13 Wiiton road. deposed that 
he managed 2 livery stable for his brother. On the 
15th ult. the prisoner came and asked him to sup- 
ply her with a landau, stating that ber father was 
a Dr, Coulston. He was unable to let her have the 
oarriage she wanted, and referred her to a carriage 
company near. Miss Coulston eame back and teld 
him that she had arranged for him to bring a car- 
riage to Victoria Station to meet her frends. 
When he got there the accused said thet her 
friends bad not arrived, and he replied, ** Then 
you don’t want the carriage?” She said, ‘Oh, 
yes, I do,” and added that she wanted to 
drive first to Hale’s Hotel, in Piccadilly, and 
than to Hampton Court, Witness asked for the 
money first, and sbe said it should be paid when 
her friends arrived. He directed the coachman 
not to goto Hampton Court unless he was paid. 
The coachmn drove to Hale’s Hotel and thence to 
houses in Chester-terrace and Chester-place. 
When she came back about 1 o'clock the witness 
asked the prisoner for the money, and she said: 
* Oh, Iam not going to eheat you, take these two 
rings,’ at the same time handing him the rings 
produced, and ordering the carriage again for 4 
o’clock. Hesaw the prisoner 10 days afterward, 
when sie promised to redeem the rings for £2, but 
nad failed to do so.

A BRITISH VIEW OF IT. 

From the London Standard. 
The States are at the present moment over- 
supplied with the precious metals. All the gold 


| produced by their own mines—say, 7,000,000 pounds 


| 


per annum-—they retain, and about 6,000,000 
pounds of silver dollars is annually forced upon 
the country by the operation of the Bland law. 
The Americans aro, therefore, threatened with a 


financial crisis of the first magnitude amid an ex- 
cess of currency, and, that being so, the importa- 
tion of gold from Europe could do littie to miti- 
gate the severity of that crisis. But, even were it 
of the utmost value, we doubt whether America 
could take it. Already our markets are over- 
burdened with American wheat, and the price of it 
is 7s. per quarter less than it was a year ago, through 
sheer excess of supply. lt would only be at the 
most ruinous sacrifice that much more could be in- 
stantly sold. Last year we took a large supply 
both of grain and cotton, and still gold did not go 
to New-York, although prices were higher than 
they are now. There is therefore little probability 
that apy mere trade demand for cazh will! resuit in 
shipments of the metal to New-York this year. 
There have been no anticipatory drawings of bills 
agains future shipments of produes, for the rea- 
son that money has been too dear here for the 
operation to pay. The credits which could insure 
an expurt of gold could therefore only arise from 
extensive purchases of American securities here, 
and wedo not think that these will take place 
until the markets on the other side bave paszed 
through the storm. This being the position, we 
can afford to look on with small apprehension at 
what istaking placein the States. Indirectly, a 
severe dislocation of credit there would hurt our 
trade; but it does not promise to produce embar- 
rassment in the London money market. And there 
may, after all, be no such disloeation. A super- 
abundance of currency tends to inflate prices. 
other tbings being equal, and we sbould, there- 
fore, expect that at the worst it would prevent 
sudden and complete credit disorganization in the 
States. Worthless stocks will find their level in 
the end, all the samo, but they may do so gradu- 
ally, by successive stages, as it were, in which case 
nothing like the overwhelming catastrophe of 1873 
need be apprehended.

These people, in the cabin, sang several 
sacred songs and held religious services, and upon 
taking their departure sang “‘ Pull for the shore” 
in as good style as the Captain ever heard, * even 
as gooa as the singing at the monster concert held 
in Boston several years ago,”’ said he. They re- 
ported the number of inhabitants to be 105 and 
that all were well andin good spirits. The females 
were in the majority, and instead of provisions 
those boarding the ships seemed to prefer jewelry, 
castile gozp, and cologne. One young fellow was 

articularly anxious to secure a pair of sleeve- 
sutcons; so pleased were the visitors with having 
been presented with some of these gewzaws that 
they went ushore without the provisions and cloth 
ing they had been presented with. They informed 
the Captain that the isiand was capable of prodac- 
ing enough for 500 people, and that they had goats, 
sheep, pigs, chickens, dogs, and cats in plenty.

Washingion dispatches report a renewal 
of efforts to secure the passage of a Federal 
bankrupt law. It is not likely to be suc- 


lower grades. This of itself should be con- 
clusive. It was found in the Customs ser- 
vice in New-York, when competition was 
required for promotion, that nearly all the 
applicants for examination were men who 
had been appointed on competition. The 
men who had got in in the old way hardly 
dared face the examinations. If there had 
been no examinations, there would have 
been full swing for favoritism, and that is 
the danger from which the reform in its 
wider field is liable to suffer. 
In the next place, the law, as we inter- 
pret it, distinctly requires competition be- 
fore promotion. It provides (section 7) that 
after six months from the passage of the act 
“no officer or clerk shall be appointed, 
and no person shall be employed to enter or 
be promoted’’ in the classes to which the law 
applies ‘‘until he has passed an exami- 
nation, or is shown to be specially exempt- 
ed from such examination, in conformity 
herewith.”” Now, the only examination 
“‘in conformity with’’ the law is a competi- 
tive examination, except in cases where, after 
due notice, ‘‘competent persons do not com- 
pete.’’ In all the offices where the law ap- 
plies, therefore, with this rare exception, no 
person can be promoted until he has passed 
a competitive examination. These two rea- 
sons for requiring a competitive examina- 
tion for promotion are suflicient: It is dic- 
tated by the law; it is the sole barrier against 
favoritism and the perpetuation of old abuses. 
Certainly as much discretion should be 
left to the appointing power as possible, to 
avail itself of the knowledge of the compet- 
itors gained from their previous service. 
This might be done by making the mini- 
mum standard in the examination as high 
as practicable, and then giving the appoint- 
ing officer the choice of a greater number 
than in examinations for admission—say 
of six or seven—of those at the head of 
the list. This number would, beyond all 
reasonable question, include the best men 
for promotion. The special fitness of the 
choice could be further tested by a term of 
probation after the selection for promotion, 
and such a trial would in fact be found es- 
sential in practice. We are not informed as 
to the action. or proposed action, of the 
Civil Service Commission on this point, but 
we have no doubt that they will make the 
requirements of the rules comply with the 
requirements of the law, and frame them to 
subserve the best interests of the service. 


COLORED SEPARATISTS, 

The formation in Arkansas of a communi- 
ty. or a society for the promotion among the 
colored people of a ‘‘ separatist’’ organiza- 
tion, is only another evidence of discontent 
among these afflicted people. It cannot be 
denied that the coming to the negroes of the 
political rights which they supposed that they 
had secured by the abolition of slavery and 
the enfranchisement of their race has been 
very slow. In many of the Southern States, 
by cunning and cruel legislation, the status 
of the negro, while a little better than it 
was during the days of slavery, is still very 
far from being what may safely be called one 
of actual freedom. Inagreat measure, they 
are deprived of their political rights. This 
statement is almost invariably met with in- 
stant and passionate denial. It is alleged 
that the discontent of the negro is due to his 
weak and foolish ambition to hold office and to 
taste the sweets of power rather than to any 
reasonable and manly dissatisfaction with his 
condition asa freeman. Thatthis view of the 
case is erroneous is easily proved by the con- 
clusions brought back from the South by 
every unprejudiced observer. Without going 
into details at this time, it is fair to say that 
the concurrent testimony of all candid men 
who have examined the condition of the 
colored people of the cotton States is that it 
is very nearly akin to one of slavery. 

The South Carolina movement is designed 
to create within the borders of that State a 
community of colored people which shall 
be governed by colored men chosen from 
the voters. The complaint in South Caro- 
lina is that the colored people have no voice 
in the election of the local officers, not that 
they have no share in the Government. 
There has been at times a cry for emigra- 
tion, and several experiments, particularly 
in the direction of African colonization, have 
been essayed. But the new movement is 
designed to create what may be called colo- 
nies at home. ‘‘ The Colored National 
Indemnity Association of Arkansas,’’ as the 
new organization is somewhat grandilo- 
quently styled, has for its object the encour- 
agementof a policy of separation. It isa pity 
and a shame that there should seem to be 
any cause for even the agitation of such a 
scheme as this. It is ashame that the col- 
ored race cannot find peace, safety, and a 
reasonable degree of prosperity in the land 
where it has been so long domiciled, and 

whose development owes so much to its ill- 
requited labor. But the policy of the white 
man has too often been to keep the negro 
poor and degraded, and then to point to his 
shiftlessness and ignorance as conclusive of 
his inability to govern himself. The remedy 
proposed does not promise well. No arti- 
ficial separation like that contemplated 
would be consistent with the natural laws 
of society. Experiments of this sort have 
uniformly provec failures. Close com- 
munities are never prosperous, and a set- 
tlement or colony that should be founded 
on an idea of exclusiveness would almost 
certainly contain in its organization the ele- 
ments that would ultimately destroy its life. 


TWO DEMOCRATIC STATESMEN. 

The not unreasonable statement thit the 
fine Roman hand of Mr. Samu. J. TrtpeNn 
has appeared in Ohio politics lately, to 
stay the contemplated flight of Judge 
HoaD ty, is another proof of the activity of 
this remarkable old man. Of course, we 
must make some-allowance for the exagger- 
ations, suspicions, and almost superstitious 
beliefs of politicians. But, when all these 
are allowed for, it is still true that TrLpEn, 
sick or well, robust or feeble, is the only 
real power in Democratic politics in the Re- 
public to-day. It is sometimes said of a 
dead and gone leader that his empty shoes 
are worth more to his followers than the 
living form and brain of the best of his 
successors. What will be said of TiL- 
pEN’s old shoes when he goes over 
to join the silent majority? Immortal as 
he may seem to be to his following, the time 
will come when he must square accounts 
with the world and depart. Living, as he is 
said to do, betwixt two existences, the dead 
past and the near futnre om the other side of 


the veil, there is no Democrat in the land 
who compares with him in point of weight 
of character and personal gnfluence. Even 
those of his party who cordially detest him 
must needs acknowledge his greatness. 
Sooner or later to his shrine must every 
Democratic pilgrim come. What is the 
secret of his power? Why does every politi- 
cal plan falter unless it has the approval of 
TILDEN? Why do distant States feel in the 
Democracy of their communities the hand 
of TrtpEN? To be able to answer these 
questions accurately would be to describe a 
species of political magic. 

Another Democrat who has a similar 
power, but in a very much smaller degree, 
is Bengamin F. Butter. What would the 
world of politics be without BuTLER ? What 
a calamity to the newspaper reader his de- 
mise would be. How the piquancy and 
picturesqueness of American politics would 
fade away if Burter were to leave us. A 
career that reaches back as far as the for- 
mation of the Know-nothing Party that 
elected Henry J. GARDNER to the Govern- 
orship of Massachusetts, and to the birth 
of the Free Soil Party that nominated JAMES 
G. Brrney, must be a stirring one. And in 
all these now historic movements BuTLER 
had some part. He may say of modern 
political events in Massachusetts, ‘‘ Ali of 
these I saw, and a part of them I was.’ 
BuTLER’s career seems yet young, ‘‘ The 
old man,”’ as his followers and adrhirers 
(of which he has many) delight to call him, 
has many active years before him and many 
a fight yet to win or lose. That he is a 
charlatan, a demagogue, and an insincere 
man none needs to dispute. But he has a 
certain power with the masses of the people 
which any ambitious young leader might 
gladly barter years of his own life to secure. 
It is no longer safe to prophesy that this or 
any other term will be BuTLEr’s last. There 
was a time, particularly that between his 
retreat from the Republican Party and his 
re-entrance into the Democracy, when But- 
LER seemed to have reached the end of his 
tether. But the orator of to-day, parodying 
the words of WrBSTER, may say, ‘‘ There 
is Massachusetts, there is Bunker Hill, and 
there is BuTLER.”’ 

Exactly what is to be expected of a party 
whose two most prominent men are SAMUEL 
J. Trnpen and Bensamin F. Borer it 
would be difficult to say. But it must be 
admitted that these two men are foremost in 
the ranks of the Democracy. Not that they 
are candidates for place; not that they are 
active in the field of politics, except in that 
sinuous and occult manner that is peculiar 
to both of these politicians. Nobody ever 
thinks of either BUrLeR or TILDEN asa 
statesman. TrLpEN is a wily, crafty, and 
mysterious old man. He affects the mys- 
tery that heightens popular confidence in 
the sibyl. He conceals, equivocates, shuf- 
fles, procrastinates, and often finally de- 
ceives. Those who would be his rivals 
“know that he is ugly, but they feel 
that he is great.’’ TripeNn’s counsels 
are sought with something of the blind su- 
perstition, yet sullen remonstrance, with 
which the hard-pressed Sav. went to the 
Witch of Endor. Nobody goes to BUTLER 
as so many go to TiLpEN. Yet his name 
throughout New-England is a sort of spell 
with which to frighten unruly politicians. 
As the children of the rebel villages are said 
to have been scared with the warning that 
BuTLER was coming, so citizens of every 
party in Massachusetts are panic-stricken by 
the mention of his name. The wisest and 
most influential man in the Democratic 
Party is an aged and infirm man, secluded 
from the public eye and living in secrecy, as 
if he werea myth. The most conspicuous 
man in the party is a politician of whom 
almost everybody is afraid, and whose ec- 
centricities are the terror of his political 
associates, 


GIVE HIM A SHOW. 


Some captious persons are complaining of 
the delay in opening the bridge railroad to 
the public. They point to the statements of 
the bridge Trustees made last June that the 
cars would be running on the Fourth of Ju- 
ly; to subsequent promises that the middle 
of July would see them in operation, and to 
still other promises that by the first, middle, 
orend of August passengers would be car- 
ried across the bridge in six minutes. And 
they angrily inquire whether these Trustees 
are fooling with the public. 

All this is unreasonable. To be sure, 
the excuse ordinarily offered, that the Trus- 
tees and engineers, warned by the terrible 
disaster which followed so closely upon the 
opening of the bridge, sre determined to 
take no risks and will defer the carrying of 
passengers by rail until the machinery has 
been thoroughly tested, is not a valid one. 
The work of testing and experimentitg might 
and should have been done months ago, be- 
fore the bridge was opened. That it was 
not done merely shows that the Trustees and 
engineers can do only one thing at a time. 
An offended and impatient public may justiy 
say that the bridge management has lacked 
energy and promptness. 

But there are some things in this world 
more praiseworthy than euergy and prompt- 
ness and more desirable than a cable rail- 
way inrunaing order. The excellent old 
gentlemen who constitute the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Brooklyn bridge may not be a 
very active set, but they are kind and benev- 
olent. Their hearts are overflowing with 
sincere affection for their fellow-men, and 
they believe in extending a helping hand to 
a struggling brother. 

The corporate eye of these good men fell 
on Col. Partne not long ago. The poor 
fellow had been vainly struggling with 
his cable grip ever since 1866. Whether from 
lack of inventive capacity, from vital de- 
fect in his grip, or from want of capital, the 
Colcnel had made no headway. The hearts 
of the bridge Trustees were mightily moved 
by the spectacle of this dauntless man sit- 
ting up with his inchoate grip through the 
long, weary nights of seventeen years, and 
they resolved to give hima lift. They had 
capital, millions of it, raised by the citics of 
Brooklyn and New York. They also hada 
bridge, a cable, and a railroad on which Col. 
ParneE could tinker away till he got his grip 

into shape to suit him. They are about to 
enter upon the reward of their benevolence, 
for it is gleefully announced that the grip 
will be ready by Christmas—next Christmas 
—and then the Colonel will be rich and the 
Trustees happy. 

The grip, moreover, will be the best in 
the world. so it is said—much better than 
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the grip used in California and Chicago. 
What matters it that a more nimble-minded 
inventor could have devised in the time 
taken by Col. Parne, say, three dozen va- 
rieties of grips superior, probably, to his, 
and so have added some hundreds of dollars 
a day,to the revenues of the bridge during 
the past two months? Would that have 
helped the Colonel? Would that have glad. 
dened the hearts of the Trustees with the 
consciousness of anoble action? In no wise, 

None but crabbed and small-souled per- 
sons will have a word to say in opposition 
to the indefinite use of the bridge as a nurs- 
ery for Col. Parne and his grip. Give the 
Colonel a show ! 


THE IRISH MEMBERS. 


The London Spectator has an article, writ- 
ten with the usual ability and candor of that 
journal, upon the explosions of Hay and 
Harrineton in the House of Commons, 
upon the telegraphed accounts of which we 
commented at the time. The Spectator, as 
might be expected from a Liberal journal, 
is considerably depressed by this exhibition 
of the Irish members, which it calls ‘‘ hope- 
less,’ even from the point of view of the 
exhibitors themselves. ‘‘ What they desire 
is to make the government of Ireland by 
the British Government impossible; what 
they are driving at is a very different thing— 
rendering the government of Ireland by the 
British Government on any true parliament- 
ary system impossible. ’’ 

There can be no doubt that this latter re- 
sult is the result to which the efforts and 
explosions of the Home Rulers in Parlia- 
ment tend. The Spectator and thore Lib- 
erals fdr whom it speaks would like to defer 
as much as possible to Irish opinion in the 
government of Ireland—to give Ireland, in- 
deed, as large a measure of local self-gov- 
ernment as is enjoyed by one of the States 
of this Union. As Great Britain is governed 
by ‘‘acommittee of the House of Commons,”’ 
so they would like to see the Secretaryship for 
Ireland in the Ministry given to a represent- 
ative of the Irish members. But how can 
that be done, as the Spectator sadly says, if 
the effort to punish the Irish murderer of an 
Englishman, or, for that matter, of an Irish- 
man, is denounced as a monstrous outrage 
by all the Irish members, who endear them- 
selves to their countrymen by the denuncia- 
tion, and who would be regarded by their 
countrymen as traitors and renegades if they 
were guilty of any connivance in the at- 
tempt to do justice upon Irish murderers ? 

This state of affairs does, in truth, make 
“*the government of Ireland by the British 
Government on any true parliamentary sys- 
tem”’ look like a very tough problem. It is 
very much the same sort of problem we 
should have had on hand if the Southerners 
had refused, after they had been beaten in 
war, to take any share in carrying on the 
government of their own States and of 
the United States, and had confined 
their political activity to picking off 
such Northerners as would necessarily 
have been sent down to take charge 
of things. ‘That is the course they would 
probably have pursued if they had been 
guided by the counsels of such enlightened 
statesmen as Mr. JerFerson Davis. For- 
tunately, they were too much impressed with 
the necessity of earning their livings and of 
repairing the ravages of war to devote their 
time to keeping their hatred of the Union 
warm and to refreshing it with occasional 
murders of Nerthern men. But too many 
of the Irish seem really to have no more im- 
portant business than that of making it hot 
for Englishmen resident in Ireland as land- 
lords or as officials, and demand no further 
service of their representatives in Parlia- 
ment than to insult the British Government. 

If England could afford to give Ireland 
her independence, a majority of English- 
men would probably vote to let her go. But 
it is agreed on all hands that it would be an 
act little short of national suicide for Eng- 
land to acquiesce in the establishment of a 
hostile power within two hours’ sail of her 
shores. It is perfectly plain that she 
cannot govern Ireland with the con- 
sent of the Irish, and that puts ‘‘any 
true parliamentary system” out of the 
question. She must, therefore, govern Ire- 
land without the consent of the governed 
and admit that the modern theory of con- 
stitutional government is not applicable to 
the situation. To reduce the odium of the 
imperial connection to a minimum, it would 
be desirable to extend to Ireland the largest 
possible measure of local self-government. 
England would consent to a very generous 
measure. If the Irish members were to 
mature such a measure they would appear 
much more like adults and patriots and much 


less like perverse children than they do now. 
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A PROPOSED MONUMENT. 


It is predicted by certain Freethinkers 
that a new conflict between free thought and 
Christianity is close at hand, the immediate 
cause of this conflict being the monument 
which it is proposed to erect in Green- Wood 
to the memory of the late D. M. BENNeErr. 
Mr. Bennett during his life-time was the 
editor of an infidel paper wherein the ortho- 
dox rules of grammar and spelling were 
treated with almost as much contempt as 
the editor expressed for the Christian re- 
ligion. Mr. Bennett was also addicted to 
obscenity as well as infidelity and served a 
term in prison for the offense of circulating 
obscene literature. 

If the surviving admirers of Mr. BENNETT 
choose to erect an ordinary gravestone 
over his remains in Green-Wood no one 
will make eny objection. They intend, 
however, to make his proposed monument 
an enduring expression of his peculiar views 
by decorating it with sentences taken from 
his works. The managers of the cemetery 
could not reasonably object to a tombstone 
bearing the name of Mr. Bennett, the 
dates of his birth and death, and perhaps 
the date of his commitment to jail; but they 
will certainly object to a tombstone bearing 
such sentences as ‘‘ There ain’t no Gop;”’ 
““My works ain’t no more obscene than 
Mosesss,” or ‘““D—n ANTHONY Com- 
stock.’’ Mr. BENNETT’s admirers are al 
ready denouncing the bigotry of Christians 
who may find fault with such tombstone 
inscriptions, and avow their determination 
to test in the courts the right of any man 
to put blasphemy and bad grammar on a 
tom bstoné. 

We may admit, for the sake of argument, 
the inalienable right of Mr. Bennerr’s 
friends to record on Mr. Bennett's tomb- 
stone his neculiar views. but even then it 


does not follow that such a course would be 
either wise or kind. The presumed object 
of a monument is to do honor to the person 
in memory of whom it is erected. It should 
therefore be a monument which the ghost 
of the departed one could contemplate with 
pleasure. Now, either Mr. Bennerr was 
right in the belief that he had no soul and 
was not immortal—in which case no monu- 
ment could give him any satisfaction—or 
else he is at present a greatly astonished 
ghost. In the latter case, would he 
take any comfort in knowing that ex- 
tracts from his writings were displayed on 
a conspicuous tombstone? He must know 
in his ghostly condition that he made a ter- 
rible mistake in regarding himself as one of 
the beasts that perish, and he must bitterly 
regret the blasphemous and indecent rubbish 
that he wrote in his life-time. If he is at 
present in circumstances which prevent him 
from personally visiting Green- Wood, more 
recent ghosts who may see the monument 
will describe it to him and tauntingly ask if 
he still believes that ‘‘there ain’t no Gop?’ 
Beyond any doubt people in the other world 
speak and write grammatically—else it is a 
mistake to call our existence hereafter a 
higher existence. Youthful and ill-bred 
demons will derisively shout at Mr. Ben- 
NETT his frank but lawless sentences, and 
he will be cut by all the educated and decent 
people in purgatory. 

It would, of course, be delightful in tne 
estimation of the professional Freethinkers 
to inscribe infidel sentiments on a Green- 
Wood tombstone, but if it is to be done 
there should be no pretense of honoring Mr. 
Bennett. If Mr. Bennett is still per- 
mitted to swear, he will certainly shock the 
ghosts about him when he learns of his ad- 
mirers’ intentions. Since the friends of Mr. 
BENNETT can relieve their minds in a com- 
paratively inoffensive way by writing with 
a piece of charcoal on the back fences of 
their respective yards extracts from Ben- 
NETT’s works, why should they insist upon 
exasperating his ghost by giving to his folly 
the publicity of a tombstone ? 


To-day’s dispatches confirm the report of 
the French successes in Tonquin. The as- 
sertion that the French ‘‘ pursued the An- 
namites for three days’’ does not allay in- 
credulity, but the French demands upon the 
Annamites are pitched much higher than 
they were in the first place, and that is a 
sure sign of military success. The new 
demands include a protectorate over all 
Annam, which practically means an ex- 
clusive right of trade, for the Annamites 
can be of none other than a commercial use 
to France, and, as we showed the other 
day by the deductions of a French 
writer, of very little use even in that 
respect. The French pretensions have had 
the natural effect of exciting Chinese jeal- 
ousy, and the ‘“‘protectors’”’ of Annam will 
be likely to find that they have a more 
formidable power to reckon with than An- 
nam. Upon the whole, France will be very 
fortunate if she gets out of her Asiatic en- 
terprise with a balance on her side of the 
account. 


Telephone consolidation in New-England has 
been for the present defeated, not through any 
virtuous repentance or any drawing back from the 
gigantic stock watering and public swindling 
involved’ in the scheme, but through the 
greed and quarrels of the interested parties. 
The Bell Telephone Company, it seems, wanted 
the earth. It was to take one-half of the $16.0.0,- 
000 stock of the consolidated concern at the out- 
set, and $1,000,000 more as a construction fund, 
besides a generous fraction of all new issues of 
stock. The Connecticut and Providence Com- 
panies demurred, the stock of the individual com- 
panies went down instead of up, the stockholders 
protested, and the consolidation scheme was aban- 
doned. This is one of the few instances where 
corporate greed has benefited the public.

THE IMPLICATED CADETS WHO ARE TO Bi 
COURT-MARTIALED AT ANNAPOLIS. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Aug. 28.—The United 
States practice ships Dale and Constellation ar. 
rived at the Naval Academy to-day, the Dale in the 
morning, the Constellation in the afternoon. The 
cadets on the Dale were givan leave to come 
ashore and remain until 5 P. M. The two ships 
are lying at anchorin the Severn,a few hundred 
yards from the Academy. The cadets will be given 
@ month’s leave of absence on Thursday or Friday, 
except those charged with hazing and the Fourth 


Class. One hundred and five candidates will pre- 
sent themselves at the Academy on Saturday for 
examination. 

The members of the court-martial to try the 
hazers have not yet been nameq, nor the time fixed 
when it will convene. This delay is owing to the 
scarcity of officers at the Academy. Those whe 
served on the practice ships will be given a 
month’s leave; a number are now on leave, otheré 
will be required for the examination of candidates. 
and others whom it was expected would be or 
a to the Academy have not yet been so or- 

ered. 

The following particulars in reference to the 
hazing on the Constellation have been learned: 
It began shortly after the ships left here, and 
about two weeks ago came to the ears of the 
commandant of the cadets, who thereupon or.

GLASS-WORKERS’ WAGES. 


THE THREATENED REDUCTION TO BE STRE@# 
UOUSLY RESISTED. 

PiTtsBuRG, Penn., Aug. 28.—The window 
glass workers of. this district profess to believe 
that the convention of manufacturers to be held 
in Chicago to-morrow will result in a modification 
or the complete withdrawal of the demands fors 
reduetion in wages. 

“ We told the manufacturers last week,” said an 
officer of the Workers’ Association to-day, “that 
unless the demand tor a reduction was withdrawn 
it would be a year before any more window giass 
is manufactured. We are not depending on the 
Knights of Labor. We have resources that are peca- 
liarly our own, as the manufacturers will learn. At 
the conference we were informed that a refusal to 
accept the terms offered would be followed by vig- 
orous action. Weare aiso prepared to act vigor- 
ously, and if we ere kept out a month we will de- 
mand a substantial increase inthe wages paid at 
present. There are two of the manufacturers’ 
propositions that will be opposed as strongly as 
those involving a reduction in wages. The first is 
that hereafter blowers carry the rollersof glas# 
from the furnace to the flattening house. The 
other proposition is that the blowers shall aig out 
the pots, or, in other words, take out tne impure 
glass remaining in the bottom of the pots at the 
end of each day’s work. This work has always ~ 
been done by laborers, and we consider it an impo 
sition to attempt to force it upon skilled work 
men.”’

AN ARMY AND NAVY COLONY. 


i 
WHERE OFFICERS OF RANK LIVE AT THE 
NATIONAL CAPITAL. 

Wasuincton, Aug. 28.—Within a radius 
of half a mile from the Scott statue live, ac- 
cording to Boyd’s Washington Directory for 
the current year, the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Army and Navy, the Secretary of War, 
the General of the Army, 15 Major-Generals, 
16 Brigadier-Generals, 14 Colonels, 6 Lieuten- 
ant-Colonels. 11 Majors, and the Secretary of 
the Navy, the Admiral and Vice-Admiral of 
the Navy, 18 Rear-Admirals, 13 Commo- 
dores, and 9 Captains, The brevet and 
relative rank is counted, and both the 


active and retired list. Altogether, 188 officers ; 


of the army and navy are put down as living 
inside the charmed circle. Thus it will be seen 
that the bronzed old hero is well protected. 
His lines of defense toward the south are very 
strong, that on I-street being particularly 
notable. On this street, in the four blocks be- 


tween Seventeenth and Twenty-first streets, 
live three Major-Generals, four Brigadier-Gen- 
erals, tive Rear-Admirals, and three Commo- 
dores. Thereis probably more gold lace to the 
square foot packed away in chests in those 
four squares than in any other peaceable dis- 
trict of the same size in the United States. It 
savors of audacity in any one less than a Gen- 
eral officer to intrude within this precinct— 
possibly it would be held a court-martial of- 
fense—but still it is found that five or six sub- 
alterus have had the temerity to thrust them- 
selves iv. ‘ 

K-street, that most beautiful of all the resi- 
dence streets in Washington, is not so exclu- 
sive, though it leads off with two Major-Gen- 
erals and a Rear-Admiral to give it the proper 
tone. Its friends must confess, however, that 
it isa street of Colonels rather than of Gen- 
erals. H-streetcan brag of Admiral Porter 
and otber residents of high rank in both arms 
of the service, It is a finestreet, but still only 
a subaitern. K and H streets may be called, 
respectively, the mgbt and left bower, but I- 
street is, after all, the joker. 

Below HI and above K are found stars, 
eagies, and anchors scattered down to F and 
up to Q streets, but they grow fewer and dim- 
mer as one advances to tne periphery of the 
sacred circle, N-street is respectable, and the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy 
lives, when not fishing, on Pennsylvania-ave- 
nue, facing Sixteenth. But both of these 
limits are a considerable distance from I-street, 
between Seventeenth and Twenty-first. 

Turning from the parallels east and west to 
those running north and south, one finds him- 
self in the shade, though officers of promi- 
nence live on all the numbered streets trom 
Thirteenth to Twentieth. Perhaps Eighteenth 
is the favorite, though Gen. Sherman, Gen. 
Van Vieit, Rear-Admiral Sands, and others 
of bigh rank live on Fifteenth. Then there 
are the avenues which cross the military col- 
ony. Of these Vermont-avenue boasts of 
three Rear-Admirals. Connecticut-avenue, 
one of the ultra-fashionable thoroughfares of 
the capital, counts among its attractions a 
Major-General and an Admiral. Here also is 
the fine residence of Lieut. Emory, one of the 
most costly and tasteful houses in the city. 
The Secretary of War lives on Massachusetts- 
avenue. Rhode Island-avenue hs its quota 
also, but no stars of the first magnituae. Be- 
yond the half-mile circle are found sporadic 
cases of the military, but no well-defined or 
numerous groups, except, of course, at such 
posts as the navy-yard, the Arsenal Barracks, 
the Soldiers’ Home, the Marine Barracks, and 
the like. Each of these stations has its little 
cluster of army or navy families and a local 
society of its own. Then in the ancient burg 
of Georgetown is to be found a settlement of 
sedate retired or retiring officers who find the 
quiet of that place congenial. One or two 
officers of distinction live on Capitol Hill, but 
that location is much too far away from I- 
street, between Seventeenth and Twenty-first, 
to be eligible. A few officers of rank patron- 
ize hotels, especially the Ebbitt. 

The Washington home of the officer of rank 
who has saved or married money is generally 
a plain, comfortable structure, built in pre- 
vailing fashions without much oddity or ex- 
travagance. The owner is generally a man 
who wishes his architectural habit to be rich, 
not gaudy. Most of those who have the means 
and independent leisure to build a costly 
Washington house and live init are past ac- 
tive service and like comfort and _ slippered 
ease. ‘ihey come together naturally into a 
little community of their own, where, sitting 
around a mahogany table, they can grow] at 
Congressional ignorance and parsimony and 
exchange the latest department gossip in a 
jargon which is unintelligible to citizen out- 
siders. Asa social study this compact little 
army and navy town is oneof the most curi- 
ous and interesting features of the capital.

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MANAGING THE RAILWAYS

PROPOSITIONS 70 REVIVE AN OLD 
ENTERPRISE. 

TWO COMPANIES NOW CONTEMPLATING THE 
BUILDING OF A ROAD FROM PORT JERVIS 
DOWN THE DELAWARE VALLEY. 

Port Jervis, N,. Y., Aug. 28.—The project 
for constructing a railroad from this place down the 
Delaware Valley, which was originally suggested 
nearly 40 years ago, is once more revived, and per- 
sons in the interest of both the New-York, Lake 
Erie and Western and of the New-York and Os- 
wego Midland Railroads have gone over the 
ground recently to examine into the prospects of 
such an enterprise. A charter for such a road was 
obtained from the State of Pennsylvania in 1848, 
aud a company known as the Milford and Mata- 
moras Railroad was formed. The New-York and 
Erie Railroad had then been built asfar as Port 
Jervis, and was seeking the most feasible route 
up the Delaware Valley. The original plan had 
been to cross the river into Pennsylvania at Mata- 
moras, opposite this place, and then follow the 
stream on that side. It was this connection that 
the Erie would have given a railroad from up the 
river that gave any value to such an enterprise. It 


was found by the Erle Company, however, that to 
cross at Matamoras and take that side of 
the river would involve the outlay of mil- 
lions of dollars, which the company did 
not possess, and would, at the same time, prevent 
the completion of the road within the time pre- 
soribed by the law of New-York; and as the com- 
pany had no charter rights in Pennsylvania, it ap- 

lied for permission from that State to enter ita 
ew miles further up the valley. by which change 
the rocky wallon the Matamoras side could be’ 
avoided and the work pushed forward with greater 
economy and rapidity. 

This met with the strong opposition of the pro- 
jectors of the Milford and Matamoras Road, as, if 
the Erie did not cross at the original point, the 
former would have no connection with the Erie 
except by throwing its own Intended road across 
the Delaware into New-York State by buildinga 
costly bridge. Against the influence of 
the principal movers in the new road, 
politically, and in the courts it was impos- 
sible for the Erie to secure the privileges so 
necessary to its future without the mak- 
ing of some compromise, and this was finally made 
by the New-York Compauv binding itself to build 
a railroad and wagon bridge across the Delaware 
at Matamoras, to maintain the same forever, and 
give a connection with its track at Port Jervis for 
the road from up the river. An act was then 
— by the Pennsy!vaniu Legislature giving the 

rie the privilege of crossing into the State at Saw- 
mill Rift, three miles above Port Jervis. Thechar- 
ter of the Milford and Matamoras Company was 
to extend for 25 years, but to become void then 
if no work had ever been done on the 
railroad. The bridge was built, but no 
move was made toward utilizingit for a railroad 
until a short time before the limit of the Milford 
and Matamoras charter, when the company took 
measures looking toward the building of its road. 
While preliminaries were pending the bridge at 
Matamoras was destroyed in a gale of wind, and 
the then managers of the Erle, Fisk and Gould, re- 
fused to rebuild it, giving as their reason that they 
bad sold all the Erie's rights, privileges, and fran- 
chises in the property to the La Monte Mining 
Company, which, it was subsequently discovered, 
was a fictitious corporation. For the privilege of 
right of way. through Pike and Susquehanna 
Counties the Erie Company pays into the Treasury 
of Pennsylvania $10,000 a year. In 1870, the same 
ron the Matamoras bridge was destroyed, a 

ill was passed in the Pennsylvania Legislature 
appropriating tbis $10,000 to the Milford and Mata- 
moras Railroad Company for 99 years. hie gave 
new life to the enterprise, the company reorgan- 
ized, and the contract for building the road was let 
at last, Col. J. M. Moorhead being tie contractor. 
Bonds were issved te the ainount of $160,000, and, 
having the virtual guarantee of the State, were 
readily negotiated. Jealousies grew up in the 
mauagement or the company, resulting at the next 
session of the Legislature in the repea! of the act 
appropriating the Erie bonus to the railroad. This 
made the bonds of the company of little value, 
and proceedings inat were brought against the 
Erie Company to compel it to rebuild the bridge 
having failed, the collapse of the railroad com- 
pany was complete. 

Soon afterward the Lehigh and Eastern Railroad 
Company secured the right of way for a railroad 
up the river, and after working severa! years and 
doi g much grading between the Water Gap and 
Milford this company failed. In the meantime 
Col, Moorhead presented a claim of nearly $70,000 
against the State, his plea being that by the repeal 
of the bonus appropriation the State had bank- 
rupted the Milford and Matamoras Railroad, and 
his loss thereby was the amount claimed. ‘The 
claim was allowed and paid, Since then there 
have been two attempts to build the railroad, 
but all beve been failures, owing primarily 
to jealousies and opposition in the community. 
If the enterprise is taken in charge by either the 
Erie or the Midiand ita success will be assured. 
The business of the Lower Delaware Valley is very 
large, especially in Summer, when the passenger 
traffic between Port Jervis and points below is 
enormous. A narrow-gauge road could be built 
for les- than $5,000 a mil . for most of the distance. 
The Midland’s idea is to constructa branch road 
from the Shawangunk Tunnel, at Westborough, 
N. Y., duwn the Neversink Valley to Port Jervis, 
and then on dowfi the Delaware tothe Water Gap. 
This would give a short route from Lower and 
Eastern Pennsylvania to Central and Northern 
New-York. The conuection made at the Water 
Gap would be with the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western, the New-York, Susquehanna and 
Western, and the New-York and New-England.

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“ UNCLE BILL” TOVEE DEAD. 


A QUAINT PRIZE-FIGHTER WHO LIVED TO 
BE OVER FOUR-SCORE. 

“Uncle Bill’? Tovee, who was probably bet- 
ter known among the boxers and puzgilists of this 
country than any other man, unless it be Harry 
Hill, was buried yesterday from his late residence, 
No. 1,825 Myrtle-avenue, Brooklyn. He died on 
Sunday last, but the news of his death was not re- 
ceivea in this City until yesteraay, and was then 
accompanied with Information of his funeral. For 
this reason, although he had for the past 
half-century officiated as master of ceromonties at 
nearly a thousand sparring exhibitions and 
matches, there were comparatively few of the 
men for whom he had called “ Time” present at 
the funeral ceremonies. The most prominent of 
these were Harry dill, Joe Coburn, Bill Tracy, 
Bob Murray, and Tom Clark, and a number of 


the lesser lights. ‘“ Unele Bill.” as he was always 
called by the sporting fraternity, was buried in 
Evergreen Cemetery, the services being conducted 
by the Rev. George D. Hulst, of the South Bush- 
wick Dutch Reformed Church. 

William Tovee was born in London, England, 
April 26, 1802, and claimed to be one of a family of 
24 children, the offspring of one father and moth- 
er.’ Brought up as a sawyer, he was an agile and 
muscular yonng man, and in 1823 he fought his 
first fight, at Islington Parish, London, with a lad 
named Connors, whom he whipped in 26 min- 
utes. In his next two fights he was whipped 
by James Kane and Isaac Blake, both of 
whom he claimed were itarger and heav- 
jer men than he. His most famous fight 
was with one Jack May, in which he was victorious 
after a battie of an hour and twenty-five minutes. 
The fight, which began on Islington, was broken up 
by the police and was concluded immediately 
afterward on the Surrey side of the Thames. 
Tovee also acted as second in some of the most 
famous contests on the other side of the Atlantic. 
He himself took part as a principalin 11 con- 
tests, and was most prond of his feat of ‘‘ knock 
ing out” Gillett, “‘the putcher.”” He came 
to this country in 1831, and for a time worked at 
his trade as a sawyer. When Tovee fought Jobn 
Hart in this country he had a couple of his teeth 
knocked out. Tovee's victories in this country 
were over Joseph Murphy, whom hw beat in 15 
rounds; Jeremy Hart, whom he defeated in a 
short fight near Boston, “ Scotty’ of Brooklyn, 
who spoiled another of “Uncle Bill's’ teeth, 
and “Horrible” Gardiner, whom he defeated in 
1860 after a hard-fought battle of 13 rounds. Dur- 
ing his career in the ring Tovee managed to amass 
quite a snug little fortune. He lost it all, however, 
in an attempt to keep two public houses, the best- 
known of which was**The Mistletoe Bough,” at 
No. 317 Pearl-etreet, near Chatham, whieh was 
a favorite resort of the ‘fancy’ in its 
palmy days, but was nevertheless a failure 
financially. The other hotel was at Port Rich- 
mond, Staten Isiand, and was known as “ Bull's 
Head.” This, too, wasa failure. He was also at 
one time the proprietor of a furniture store on Di- 
vision-street, near the Bowery. After failing in his 
business ventures ** Uncle Bili’’ became an instruc- 
torin “the manly art’ and continued teaching up 
to the time of his fatal illness. Up to last Fall he re- 
tained his strength and agilityto awonderful degree, 
and early this Spring he officiated as master of 
ceremonies at a benefit given to “Johnpy” Cash 
ina hail on the westside. Lateron,. ata henefit 
given him at Harry Hill's, he appeared in a single- 
handed boxing match with “Pop” Whittaker, 
Tovee creating much amusement by appearing in 
the fantastic ring costume of 40 years ago. Twelve 
years ago, when 70 years of age, he ran seven 
miles at Finley’s old track in Harlem inside of an 
hour. He boasted even up to the time or his first 
serious illness, nearly a ye:r ago, that he could 
whip any man of his weight and anywhere near 
his age at boxing, wrestling, running, or 
walking. His snow-white hair and whiskers 
and bent form would hardly give color 
ot probability to the statement, but 
‘t was a well-known fact that, in order to keep in 
good condition, he was In the habit of walking 
from his home on Myrtle-avenue, Brooklyn, to the 
Fulton Ferry, and from there to his destination in 
this City, no matter how far up town it might be. 
He was always respected among his asso- 
ciates because of his absolute honesty, which 
was perhaps a reason for the almost extreme pov- 
erty to whieb he was reduced during the tater 
years of his life. He was married three times, all 
of bis wives having died. He leaves several chil- 
dren, who, with his friends in the sporting frater- 
nity, supported the old man during the past few 
years of his life by giving him benefits and odd 
obs of light work, for which he was well paid. 

bis cour-e was pursued because he objected to 
being made an object of charity. 

Tovee was an intimate friend of John C. Heenan, 
John W. Morrissey, Joe Goss, Mace, Allen, and 
other famous “sports.”” He was a pugilist and an 
admirer of pugilism from sh er love of the sport, 
and despised most of the latter-day heroes of the 
“ring’’ who were more interested in the “gate 
money” than inthe contests. Foraman who would 
not fight fairor was a coward he had the most 
hearty contempt and he often expressed himself 
openly to such persons in a fearless way that com- 
manded respect aud shamed the object of his in- 
vective out of hissight. He was garrulous in his 
later years, and would gloat over his reminis- 
cences of the days when he and a few other bruis- 
ers would “go out of a Sunday morning into the 
fields and have a few little fignts afore break- 
fast,” and he would show his broken 
and distorted knuckles as proofs of the 
prowess he had displayed. The lowest among the 
ruffians with whom he so often was thrown in con- 
tact with respected the old man and applauded his 
enthusiasm. And when he presided over fights 
and sparring matches his decisions were respected, 
no matter how unpalatable, because every one 
knew he was honest and could not be bourht to 
make a false decision even when he was poorest. 
He was exceedingly ingenuous for a man of his 
stamp, and his talk, though of course not on topics 
agreeable to refined ears, was never vulgar or 
offensive. By reason of this he made himself liked 
by many persons of good socia! standine, who took 
kindly to the old m n and listened with interest to 
his old-time reminscences.

DINE DAVIS NOT KILLED.

UNDER ARREST IN 8ST. LOUIS ON A CHARGE 
OF SWINDLING. 

St. Lovrs, Aug. 28.—The rumor that 
“Dink” Davis, the New-York gambler who wun 
$70,000 in New-York last Spring from farv banks, 
was shot and killed st Hot Springs, Ark., was 
started by a newspaper correspondent in the 
latter city. The real facts are that this Spring 
Davis dealt a game of faro in this ciiy at the 
Southern Hotel while the races were going on, and 


one of his patrons was a local sporting man named 
Samuel Donnelly, who lost $3,500. After the races 
were over Davis went to Hot Springs. Donne!ly 
remained at home to learn, as is stated. that Davis 
dealt a brace game and “skinned” him out 
of his money. He brooded over his loss 
for a while and then put the matter in 
charge of Charles P. Johnson, the noted eriminal 
lawyer, who had a warrant issued and requisition 
Dapers made out for the arrest of Davis. These 
papers were placed in the hands of Detective 
O'Neill, of this city, who went to Hot Springs and 
sought out the gambler. Then came the news that 
the arrest bad been attempted and had resulted in 
the death of both Davis and O'Neill. That the 
news Was not genuine, however. was proved by 
the arrival here yesterday morning of Davis in 
charge of O'Neiil. Almost as soon as he arrived 
at the Four Courts Davis gave bond for his appear- 
ance, Frank Turner becoming his surety. 

Davis is the individual who created such a furor 
in Eastern sporting circles by successfully breaxing 
a number of faro banks in New-York ana Phila- 
delphia. It is estimated that in two months he 
won $160,000, His good luck did not last. however, 
and he lost heavily in New-York before he 
came West. About eight weeks ago he went to 
Hot Springs, Ark., and began to play azainst the 
banks there. He lost $8,000 in eight weeks, and 
bis arrest by O’ Neill is the only thing that prevent- 
ed him from dropping the remainder of bis roll. 
He claims to be able to prove his innocence of the 
charges brought against him, and _ says 
that if he ever won any money from 
anybody it was won squarely. Donnel- 
ly’s evidence is very damaging, especially 
regarding the fact that a faro bank was tin exist- 
ence at Davis's roomin the Southern Hotel, and 
unless @ compromise is reached Davis will have a 
hard time. Besides Donnelly, Davis numbers sey- 
eral other St. Louisians among his victims. One of 
this latter lot is a prominent physician. The lat- 
ter, like Donnelly, labored under the delusion 
tbat he could beat the bank; so he sailed in one 
afternoon, and when darkness shrouded the city he 
arose and found that he had been beaten out of 
more money than he could make in three months 
by practicing medicine. Me went home, but re- 
turned the next day with the idea that there must 
be something radically wrong with a bank that no- 
body could beat. Sc he went to the dealer and 
made a vociferous kick, threatening to have him 
arrested on the spot unless he passed over the 
money which had been lost on the green cloth. 
Davis handed the doctor back his money, and for 
once the physician achieved the proud distinction 
of beating the hotel game. The police, mean- 
while, had received an inkling of the gume, but 
the faitnfui spies kept out by Davis put that indi- 
vidual on his guard, and at the proper moment he 
folded his “lay-out” and silently stole away.

MRE. FURLONGH’S CRIME. 


A CORONER’S JURY CHARGE HER WITH 
CAUSING CHARITY VAN GUILDER’S DEATH. 
The inquest in the case of Charity Van 
Guilder, who died at the house of Officer 
Ellis Clayton, No. 841 Monroe-street, on 
Saturday morning, from the results of an 
operation performed on her by Mrs. Caro- 
line G. Furlongh. was commenced last even- 
ing in Justice Massey’s court-room, Brook- 
lyn. Dr. S. B. Doty, who is implicated 
with Mrs. Furlongh; Matilda Hawthorne, who 
accompanied Miss Van Guilder to Mrs. Fur- 


longh's house, and Walter Bennett, the 
alleged betrayer of the unfortunate young 
woman, were present as prisoners. Dr. §. 
B. Childs. of No. 498 Clason-avenue, 
testified that, in his opinion, Miss Van 
Guilder’s death resulted from  inflamma- 
tion caused by the use of medicine 
and acatheter. Coroner Doyle refused to permit 
counsel for Dr. Doty to cross-examine the witness. 
Dr. Nelson B. Sizer’s testimony was similar 
to that of Dr. Childs. Mrs. Rebecca 
Clayton tesstified that Miss Van Guilder 
had told her that she had been betrayed by Walter 
Bennett. Bennett had told Miss Van Snieder not 
to take any medicine and not to have 
an operation § performed, but when sho 
insistec on having an operation performed he ad- 
vised her to goto Dr. Doty. Miss Hawthorne 
was called as a witness, but, by the advice of 
her counsel, refused to testify. Neither Bennett. 
Mrs. Farlough nor Dr, Doty were called. Dr. 
Creamer, who made the post mortem examination, 
testified that death resulted from meter peritoni- 
9 —— by injury, but he did not say how in- 
icted. 

The jury found that Miss Van Guilder's death re- 
sulted from criminal malpractice at the hands of 
Mrs. Furlongh. Dr. Doty, Mis Hawthorne. and 
Walter Bennett were discharged. Mrs. Furlongh 
was held to await the action of the Grand Jury.

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TAKING THEIR OWN LIVES. 


THE SUICIDAL MANIA PREVALENT IN VARI- 
OUS PARTS OF THE COUNTRY. 

Drs Mornes, Iowa, Aug. 28.—E. A. Ben- 
nett, heretofore a prominent business man in 
Humboldt, shot himself fatally at his residence 
about 4 o’clock this morning. Financial troubles, 
which began last Spring, seem to have caused the 
suicide. - 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 28,—Ona farm near 
Five Points, Gloucester County, N. J., yesterday 
afternoon, Samuel Warrick, a farmer, 65 years old, 
cut his throat from ear to ear while in a corn-field, 
and with the blood flowing from the gaping wound 
walked to his barn, holding his head with one 
hand and his razor in the other. When he met hia 
wife the shock was so great that she fell in a 
swoon. She soon recovered, however, and assist- 
ance was summoned. In the meantime, a son 
wrapped his waistcoat around his father’s throat 
inan endeavor to stop the flow of blood. The 
suicide lived about 10 hours after cutting his 
throat. Warrick had accumulated considerable 
money during the past 30 or 40 years, and was a 


hard worker up to the hour of committing the 
fatal act. He owne! a farm of about 75 acres, and 
leaves a wife and a son, Samuel Warrick, Jr., 28 
years old, who is a school teacher at Harrisonville, 
N. J. It is said that Warrick has been acting 
strangely for some time. Yesterday one of the 
farm hands sold some produce to a man he did not 
like. Whenthe man came to the farm to receive 
his goods Warrick drove him off the place with a 
pitchfork. He is also said to have had family 
troubles. His wife accused him of being ton 
familiar with the wife of Wuliam Johnson, a 
neighbor. 

Mrs. Charles S. Keyser, the wife of a well-known 
lawyer and politician of this city, committed sui- 
cide this afternoon by taking laudanum at her 
home, No. 1,015 Sprnce-street. Her hus- 
band returned during the day from Atlantic 
City. At about 4 o’elock he learned that 
his wife had taken poison. Dr3. McLean and Nich- 
ols were summoned, but could not save her life. 
Mr. Keyser says his wife has suffered with nervous 
depression for months past, and he considere her 
act the result of momentary mental aberration. 


CuIcaco, Aug. 28.—Dr. D. Newell, a phy- 
sician of standing, committed suicide to-day by 
taking an over-dose of morphine. He had suffered 
from ill-health, and had sustained a number of 
financial reverses. 


LOSSES BY FIRE. 


A fire broke out at 9 o’clock last nightin a 
two-story frame builoing at One Hundred and 
Forty-ninth-street and Cypress-avenue, owned by 
August Dabler, and occupied by bim as a toy fac- 
tory. Before the firemen arrived the flames swept 
through the entire building, which was filled with 
inflammable material. In an hour the fire was un- 
der control, but the building was gutted and its 
contents ruined. The police estimated the loss on 
stock and machinery at $16,000 ana the damage to 
the building at $1,000. 


A fire broke out at San Antonio, Texas, on 
Monday night which destroyed F. Groos & Co.'s 
building, entailing a loss of $200,000; insurance, 
$91,000. Hugo & Schmeltzer, grocers, lost $100,000; 
insurance, $60,000. F.Groos & Co,, bankers, $40,- 
000; insurance, $18,000. Hanning & Standen, 
$8,000; insured. Dun’s Mercantile Agency, $1,000; 
insured. During the fire three men were badly 
barned and two firemen were somewhat injured. 
The origin of the fire is not known. 

Extensive forest fires are now raging be- 
tween Seal Cove and Great Pond, 10 miles from 
Bar Hurbor, Me., on the western side of the island. 
‘The fire has burned over some 2,000 acres. A force 
of 200 men have succeeded in surrounding the 
burning district with a ditch, thus preventing fur- 
ther damage. The fire is believed to be under 
control. No fires are now burning in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of Bar Harbor. 

An extensive fire has occurred in the vil- 
lage of St. Gregoire, Quebec, and destroyed 12 
awellings anda factory. O. J. Bergeron lost 36 
threshing machines and several engines. His loss 
is over $30,000. ‘ihe following are also heavy 
losers: Houde, Gooselin, Heon, Thidadeau, and 
Martin. ; 

A fire occurred yesterday morning in the 
planing mill of Simmons, Ely & Hamilton, Louis- 
ville, which threatened at one time to destroy a 
large amount of property. The machinery wasen- 
tirely ruined, and a number of frame buildings 
were also burned. The loss is $20,000. 

A fire in Laredo, Texas, on Sunday night 
destroyed the stores of Randall & Co., drags; 
Cohen & Brothers, and Floyd & Co., dry goods. 
The loss is $24,000: insurance, $20,000. 

A new button factory at Ionia, Mich., was 
destroyed by fire yesterday morning. The loss is 
$15,000; insurance, $2,500. About $1,500 worth of 
ftock was saved. 

Morrison's carriage-shops and store-room, 
in Aylmer, Ontario, were partly destroyed by fire 
yesterday. The loss is $12,000; insurance, $8,000.

A FOOTPAD'S SUDDEN END 


——_>—— 


A MYSTERIOUS SUOT FROM AN UN- 
KNOWN SOURCE. 
CHE CONTRADICTORY STORIE® OF AN AT- 
TEMPTED HIGHWAY ROBBERY IN ELEY- 
ENTH-STREET YESTERDAY MORNING. 


A footpad, whose name is supposed to be 
fohn B. Arato, died at 3 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing in Eleventh-street, between Third and Fourth 
avenues. of hemorrbage caused by a pistol-shot 
wound in the heart, inflicted either by a confed- 
erate who attempted to kil! Officer Louis Rott,of the 
Seventeenth Precinct, or by Officer Edward H.. 
Doyle, of the same command. Very contradictory 
reports of the occurrence were made to Acting 
Superintendent Thorne, and a thorough investiga- 
tion failed to reconcile all the accounts of the 
affair. Officer Doyle, who is an intelligent and 
active policeman, and whose record is excellent, 
tells the following story: He was on duty at mid- 
night in Third-avenue, from Seventh to Four- 
teenth street. About 80’clock, between Twelfth 
and Thirteenth streets, he met, on the east side of 
the avenue, an old gentleman, who was walking 
toward Twelfth-street. Just after Doyle passed 
the gentleman, two fellows, who looked like 
foreigners, passed Doyle, going toward Four- 
teenth-street. They looked around at the old gentle- 
man, and at Thirteenth-street crossed the avenue. 

Doyle suspected the fellows, and immediately 
altered his appearance by opening bis coat and 
throwing the lapels back so as to conceal his 
baége and turned his bat so as to hide his wreath 
and number. Then he strolled downtbe avenue 
watching the two men and the old gentlemen. At 
Eleventh-street one of the men went across 


Third-avenue and hid under the shadow of 
the awning of a shoe store. The other 
Waited at the stoop of the building of the 
Department of Pubiic Charities and Correction. 
At Eleventh-street the old gentleman turned 
toward Fourth-avenue. Doyle saw the two men 
follow him from bebind a cart in front of a 
butcher's shop at No. 74 Third-avenue. When the 
three were out of sight Doyle went rapidly to 
Eleventh-street and crept along the railing of the 
Charities and Correction building. Just as he was 
able to see along Eleventh-street there was 4 
muffied sound, a scuffie and loud outcries, and on 
the south side of the street, opposite No. 120, he 
saw a man prostrate, another kneeling by him, and 
a third bending over both. Doyle dashed forward 
and tried to sound an alarm rap, but his club was 
cracked and he drew his pistol and fired two shots, 
at the same time calling on the two men, who ran 
toward Fourth-avenue when be appeared. to stop. 
In firiog the shots Doyle says he aimed at Do one, 
but tried to tire in the air. After firing the shots 
Doyie says he ran on the nortn side of the street, 

ursuing the men, who ran on the south side. 
Geer Fourth-avenue Officer Louis Rott appeared, 
and Doyle heard him say: “I've got him.” Rott, 
when Doyle came up, was holdiog a man who 
Was staggering and who ssid he was ehot. 
The officers jaid him down in the street, where he 
died almost immediately. Doyle does not know 
bow the second man escaped, and be did not hear 
more than the two shots he fired. When the 
highwayman died Doyle sent Rott to look after 
the old gentleman, who said he was Jules Barbot, 
of the Hotei Transatlantique, No 76 West Houstop- 
street. He was bleeding profusely from a wound 
on bis forehead, and near him lay a piece of bent 
wood, evidently part of a rocking-chair, with 
which he had been struck. Rott says that 
in the gutter in the middle of the block 
be found M. Barbot’s gold watch and a portion of 
agold chain attached to it. M. Barbot went to 
the East Fifth-street station-house with Officer 
Rott, and the body of the unief was taken there. 
He nad been killed with a small bullet which 
struck him exactly in the centre of the breast. 
The man was about 85 years old, and wore coarse 
dark clothing. His features were remarkable, as 
they appeared to be molded in the cast taken after 
death of the face of the first Napoleon. In the 
pockets of bis clothes were a skeleton key attached 
toa brass chain, a pawn-ticket in the name of 
“Murphy,” and two script. cards bearing the 
names “John A. Arata” and “Mrs. Maggie 
Arata.” M. Barbot was paroled as a witness at 
the Coroner's office, and the body of tne dead thief 
Was sent to xn undertaker s. 

Two contradictery dispatches were sent to Po- 
tice Head-quarters. One said dist’nctly that Officer 
Doyle shot the thief “through the body,” the 
other that. according to Rott, some person, not 
Doyle, fred the shot from the south side of the 
street. Rott was told of these contradictory dis- 
patches. He ssid that he was at Eleventh-street 
and Fourth-avenue when Doyle rapped. Rott saw 
two men running toward h m onthe south side of 
the street. He had nopistol. He intercepted one 
of the men. who, in attempting to cross to the 
north side of the street, overturned an ash-barrel, 
andin the middie of the street turned half wa, 
round,so that he nearly faced the south side 
of the street. Rott was advancing on him, when 
he said, “ All right.” as if he surrendered. Atthat 
instant a pistol-shot was fired behind Rott, “so 
close,” hesaid, “that I was nearly biinded,’’ and 
as Rott’s hand feil on the collar of the man's coat 
the thief exclaimed, “i'm shot! I'm shot!’ The 
shot, Rott avers, was intended forhim. The con- 
tradictory dispatches emana‘ed from either Sergt. 
Little or Acting Sergt. Protz. Officer Doyle’s pis- 
tol was one of 82calibre. and three chambers were 
empty. Doyle told Sergt. Little that he had bor- 
rowed the pistol Monday bight, and took out one 
cartridge to rest the hammer on the cylinder. 

M. Barbot was found at the Hotel Transatlan- 
tique. He has not yet recovered from his injuries. 
He 1s 57 years old. He was born at Bordeaux. Un- 
til 1870 he wasa Professor of vocal music. Since 
then he has been a tenor singer in opera comique. 
In June ill-health and worry made him decide on 
taking a vacution, and after going to Paris and 
London he resolved on paying a second visit to the 
United States. Monday night M. Barbot dined 
with friends in Bleecker-street, and then went to 
acaféin Fourteenth-street and played billiards 
aod cards until 1:30 o’clock. He drank beer, and 
when he bade his friends good-bye he was sober, 
brt he had a headache and intended to stroll home. 
Just before he was attacked he is certain thet he 
Was not followed and that no one was abead of 
him. His assailants appeared to start from an 
area. One struck him with the piece of chair, and 
ut the same time madea grab at his watch-chain. 
AM. Barbot pressed his lett arm against his side tc 
protect his watch. and pushed back the tootpad 
with his rignt hand, in which he had an umbrella. 
dust then he received a violent blow on the 
left thigh, which threw him down, and the robbers 
bent over him for an instant and then fled. , 
Barbot was dazed for a moment, but he heard the 

rsuit and what appeared to be one pistol shot. 

If there were two 
shots fired, they were so close together as to ap- 
pearto be one.

Heasserts positively that his 
watch was not taken from his pocket, although

his waistcoat. 

The dead man was identified last night as John 
B. Arata, of No. 34 Bond-street. He was of italian 
parentage, 25 years of age, and leaves a 
wife and one child. His wife, Maggie,

JACK6ON 8 SCHULTZ TRYING HARD TO &I- 
LENCE IT. 


The application made by Mr. Jackson §. 
Schultz, who lives at No. 803 East Seventeenth- 
street, to the Board of Heaith to put a stop to the 
ringing of the bells of Sf. George’s Church, in 
Rutherforé-place, has started a very lively discus- 
sion. The application was made several weeks 
aco. Mr. Schuitz asked the Board of Health to 
enforce one of the sections of a health ordinance 
which prohibits the regular ringingof church bells 
unless permits have been obtained from the board. 
The ordinance was framed while Mr. Schultz was 
a member of the board in 1866. In response to his 
letter the board asked Mr. Schultz to appear and 
state his case in the presence of some members of 
the parish vestry. He did so, but, finding Lawyer 
Charles Tracy, the Senior Warden of the church, 
present to oppose him and to insist on a legal 
method of procedure, be witndrew his letter in 
order to take a fresh start, with better equipment 
for his work. The matter, therefore, rests at pres- 


ent. Mr. Schultz is waiting to formulate his com- 
plaint, and the church is waiting for him to act be- 
fore preparing its defense. 

Mr. Schultz said to a Trmrs reporter yesterday 
afternoon: “The ringing of the bell is a frightful 
nuisance. It would ;revent us from hearing one 
another ifit were going on now. Weare goingtostop 
it. lappearto be acting individually, butlam not. I 
have with mea number of influential gentlemen in 
the neighborhood, several of whom are members 
of the church. But I don't care fer public backing. 
I would fight just as hard if 1 were entirely alone. 
I am for the principle of the thing. We will ask 
the Bourd of Health to deriare the bell a nuisance. 
If it refuses to do so we shal! appeal! to the law, as 
the people dia in the case of St. Mark’s Church 
in Philadelphia, where a chime of bells was sup- 
pressed by common law.” 

Mr. Charies Tracy was found at his office. He 
said that ne did notknow what the parish would 
do until be learned what course Mr. Schultz in- 
tended to pursue. Asfaras be was individually 
concerned he would protest against having the 
bell silenced. *' It has beeu ringing in the belfry.”’ 
said he, “ forthe past 20 years, and no one has 
found fault with it before. It has a sweet, smooth 
tone. It is not clanged or hammered. It is siowly 
tolled and only five minutes at a time. It has pleas- 
ant and sacred associations, and I think it should 
not be interfered with. Mr. Schultz in a little 
while will be asking us to stop our organ, which 
sometimes makes itself heard outsiae of our church. 
He seeks to dictate to us in matters of taste rather 
than regulate the health of the neighborhood, I 
think. He will declare our church clock, which 
strikes the hours, a nuisance next.” 

Dr. E. Ilgen, fiving at No. 213 East Seventeenth- 
street, almost underthe shadow cf the tall spire 
of St. George's, said that he did not regard the 
ringing of the bellas detrimental to pnblic health 
or injurious to life. If persons were exces- 
sively pvervous it might affect them unpleas- 
antly, he thought, but any noise would be as 
bad. Dr. E. Frankel, of No. 217 East Seven- 
teenth-street, said he thought the bell was 
a nuisance. It did not bother bim_ person- 
ally: he had lived so long in the neighborhood 
that he failed to notice it now. It depends upon 
the organization of the bearer as to whetber it 
was injuriousto health or vot. In some cases it 
would be. Dr. G. F. Carey, of No. 210 Eust Seven- 
teenth-street, said emphatically that the beiil was 
nota nuisance. Dr. E. F. Miles, of No. 201 East 
Seventeenth-street. a member or the — vestry, 
could not see any cause of injury to health in the 
ringing of the bell He said thathe bad thor- 
oughly looked into the matter recently and had 
found that none of bis patients in the neighborhood 
objected to it. Mr. W. Thompson, of No. 141 East 
Seventeenth-street, had been frequently annoyed 
by the bell, and his wife, who is an invalid. had 
been rendered worse by its tolling. He was heart- 
ily in sympathy with the Mr. Sehultz’s efforts, and 
would render him all the assistance in his power.

The regatta of the Dundee Rowing Associa- 
tion, of Paterson, was held on Dundee Lake yester- 
day afternoon.

TRE TRUUBLES OF LABOR. 


TESTIMONY GIVEN BEFORE THE SENATE 


COMMITTEE YESTERDAY. 

William G. Moody, of Brooklyn, was the 
first witness before the United States Sub-commit- 
tee on Labor and Education yesterday. Mr. 
Moody is the author of a work called * Lend and 
Labor.”” Mr. Moody said that large tracts of 
the Western lands were being bought up by foreign 
capitalists who were bringing into use their 
own ideas. The number of farms in this 
country of over 1,000 acres was rapidly 
increasing. In 1860 there were only 706 
of such farms. In 1870 the number had increased 
to 1,286. The tendency of the day was the cen- 
tralization of land ownership. Hiram Diston, of 


Philadelphia, the witness suid, owned a tract of 
8,500,000 acres in Florida, and a corporation owned 
a farm nearly as large. Over 250,000,000 acres had 
been obtained by railroad deenots. The eifect was 
to drive Americans off the farms. Rents were also 
higher, even than those in Emgiand. Senator Call 
said: “Your statement is nottrue. There are 
tracts of land in the South whivh can be hired for 
almost nothing.” 

In the afternoon representatives of the Central 
Labor Union testifiea as to the condition of work- 
men in their several employments. Joseph J. Fin- 
nerty, a brass-worker, said 14 yeurs ago his crafts- 
men made from $18 to $20 perweek. Now they 
made from $13 to $18. Few could save any money. 
J. L. Miller, a clothing cutter, testifiea that one of 
tne new macbines would do the work of 1,000 men, 
and required only seven men to run it. 
Suits valued at $14 cost in cloth and making about 
$7 50. No classes of workmen were in lower con- 
dition than the sewers on ready-made clothing. 
James E. Smith said he had beenalineman. On 
account of being a leader in the late strike he 
was placed on the “* black list.” and could not again 
get work from the monopoly companies. John 
Morrisey, a machinist. said that afew years ago 
machinists were classed as mechanics. Now they 
were simply laborers. This was owing to the di- 
vision of labor. Eight men now worked on ma- 
chinery that ope man handled seven years ago. 
Thomas B. MeGuire testified that he was unable to 
carry on an express business in a smali way on ac- 
count of the Jarger monopolizing companies. 
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INVITED 70 THE PRIMARIES. 

At a special meeting last evening of the

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A CURIOUS CONVENTION 
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GATHERING OF PEOPLE WITH 
NOTHING 70 SAY. 

THE NATIONAL DEAF-MUTE CONVENTION 
ASSEMBLES IN LYRIC HALL — WIRE- 
PULLING IN SILENCE. 

About 300 ladies and gentlemen, each wear- 
ing a badge of pale blue ribbon on which were the 
letters “N. D. M. C.,"" met yesterday at Lyric 
Hall, in Sixth-avenue, opposite Reservoir-square. 
They were members of the National Deaf-Mute 
Convention which then began its three days’ ses- 
sion. When the hour for assembling arrived a 
fine-looking young man with dark-brown side 
whiskers and mustache stood at the en- 
trance to the hall and wavea his white 
pocket handkerchief, at the same time motion- 
ing toward the hail. A number of young 
men who had been gathered in groups on the side- 
walk, cesticulating and in that way gossiping at 
one another, stopped gesticulating and went into 
the hall. Then began the most quiet convention 
ever held in tae eity. The Chairman, Prof. R. P. 
McGregor, of Columbus, Ohio, presided and con- 
trolled, to a certain degree, the proceedings with- 
out the use Of a guvel. Such anarticle would have 
been of no use in his hand, for the sound of its 
rapping would have fallen upon ears dead to the 
sharp cracks which have so often broaght windy 
politicians to order. A wave of the hand was 
sufficient to attract attention or to quiet a too 
obstreperous member of the body whose pro- 


ceedings, unbroken by any noise, were op- 
pressive in their silence save to the deaf- 
mutes themselves. To them there was apparently 
“8S much interest in the proceedings as to the 
members of any convention of speaking people. 
The entbusiasm evoked by any speaker was mani- 
fested by the clapping of hands and stamping of 
feet, which seems, therefore, to be a matter of 
impulse raiher than of education. This peculiarity 
was noticeable about the clapping of the hands. 
When it was done the hands were held up even 
with the face or above the head, so that the sign 
speaker might plainly see, as he could not hear, 
the signs of approval. The manifestation of the 
disapproval of any sent'ment uttered was to the 
hearing person less manifest, as it was shown by 
a violent shaking of the head or a vigorous waving 
of the uplifted hand, But it was perfectiy ap- 
parent to the speaker. A blind man possessed of 
the sense of hearing would have heard of there 
only a light snappy clapping of the hands and the 
occa-ional peculiar noise that is made uncon- 
sciousiy by the deaf-mute, especially when some- 
thing dispieases him. 

Simply because the deaf-mute cannot speak it 
must not bs inferred that a body of them cannot 
have as lively a time at their convention as a 
gathering of speaking people, They are the live- 
liest sort of politicians and did a vast deal of wire- 
pulling both in the convention and during the re- 
cesses in the interests of candida'es for various 
offices. The first outbreak came over the appoint- 
ment of acommittee to nominate permanent offi- 
cers. The President proposed to select the com- 
mittee himself, but some of the membersof the 
convention objected to this. President McGregor 
Started to announce nis committee. Forty arms 
attached to as many different bodies were uplifted 
and waved violently in the air at once. As the 
Chairman hesitated about recognizing any partic- 
ular arm, the owners of about 20 of them began 
giving expression to their opinions at once. at 

ese expres-ions were forcible was apparent to 
the most casuulobserver. A verifieation came from 
the lips of a deaf-mute who had learned the art of 
articulation. and who remarked to the reporters: 
“ Don't say anything more about political conven- 
tions. This bids fair to rival any of them and to 
out-Tammany Tammany primuries."" And he 
laughed heartily as he looked upon the mass of 
gesticulat.ng arms and fingers and the grimacipve 
faces turned toward the presiding officer. Some 
snapped their fingers, others clapped their hands, 
others stamped their feet in their end avors to 
make themselves heard, or rather recognized, by 
the President, seemingly disregarding the fact that 
he was as deaf as they themselves. With consid- 
erable parliamentary or some other kind of skill, 
the Chairman managed to bring order out of chaos, 
to quiet the fiving fingers, and, most satisfying of 
all to himself, to appoint his committee. 

The morning session was formally opened with 
prayer by the Rev. Job Turner, a deaf-mute minis- 
ter from Virginia. To the speaking person it was 
a strange and at the same time expressive and im- 
pressive invocation. There were neither bowed 
beads nor closed eyes in the audience. though 
there was evident reverence for a God who had 
affiicted and was yet beld merciful. Every one 
watched intently the face and fingers of the ro- 
tund, gray haired, and pleasant-faced dominie as 
he asked for God's blessing upon the deaf-mutes 
aud for His direction in any action they mighttake 
to improve their temporal! and spiritual welfare. 
At the conclusion of the prayer President McGreg- 
or, whoisan instructor in the State Institution 
forthe Deaf and Dumb at Columbus, Ohio, made 
his annual address in the sign !anguage. The 
doubts in regard to the practical success to be 
ob'ained from conventions such as this bad been 
removed, he said, because zood has already resu!t- 
ed from the convention held in Cineinnati three 
yearsago. With so many Institutions and schools of 
instruction in the vountry the deaf-mutes are so 
well educated that what would in former times 
have been impossible is now thoroughly practical, 
and societies of deaf-mutes can now meet, unaer- 
stand one another, and discuss such matters as are 
of interest and may be of benefit to the cass as a 
whole, He hoped to see the day when all deaf- 
mutes would be able to meet,so well educated 
that they might discuss intelligently with one an- 
other interests affecting the class. At the conclu- 
sion of his address Thomas F. Fox, of this City, 
was elected temporary Secretary ana Dudley W. 
George, of Illinois. temporary Treasurer. Then 
there was a recess, during which abont 150 deaf- 
mutes from as far West as Colorado and Dakota 
and as far South as Louisiana were enrolled as 
representatives to the convention. 

The a‘ternoon session was devoted almost en- 
tirely to an election of officers. Prareding the 
report of the Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion letters from various persons who were una! le 
to be present were interpreted in the sign lan- 
guage. One of there was from Mayor Edson, and 
another from the Rev. Dr. Thomas Gallaudet, of 
St. ¢nn's Church. He said his presence at the in- 
ternational convention of teachers of the deaf 
and dumb at Brussels. Belgium, prevented him 
from being present. His assistant, the Rev. John 
Cham beriain, promised to bring to the convention 
to-day for exnibition the service of silver presented 
to Dr. Gallaudet by the New-England convention 
of deaf-niutes 60 years ago. At the conclusion 
of the reading of tbese letters Mr. W. G. Jones, an 
instructor at the institution for the deaf and 
dumbin this City,and whose mother was at one 
time a jeading actress in this City, gave u remark- 
able exhibition of the sign language. He told the 
story of a mischievous monkey who followed a 
minister to church, and who, perched back of the 
pulpit, imitated the actions of the minister, much 
to the amusement of the audience and the disgust 
of the minister. The letters of the deaf and dumb 
alpbabet were not used. the whole story being 
told in pantomime, the minister. monkey, and the 
laughing audience being so cleverly Genicted that 
no one copld mi take the intention of the narrator 
nor lose the thread of the story. 

When the committee to select permanent officers 
reported there was a live y diseussion in panto- 
mime relative to the manner in which they should 
be selected, and a dozen of the delegates made 
speeches in their cabalistic language to tne audi- 
tors. The selections were finally ma e by arising 
vote, which answered to an election by acclama- 
tion. The officers chosen were: President—E. A, 
Hodgaon, editor of the Veaf- ute Journal, of this 
City; Vice-Presidents—T. L. Brown, of Michigan; 
George Steenrod, of Tennessee; W. H. Weeks, of 
Connecticut, and W. Houston, Pennsylvania; ‘or- 
responding Secretary—H. W. White, of Messa- 
chusetts: Recording Secretary—Thomas F. Fox, 
of this City: Treasurer—Prof. D. W. George, 
of Illinois. Of tnese Messrs. Brown, Weeks, 
White. and George are instructors of deaf-mutes. 
After a committee of five bad been appointed to 
arrange for a programme and the order in which 
papers are to ne read to-day and to-morrow the 
convention adjourned until 19 o’clock to-day. 
Last evening the deaf-mutes had a social gather- 
ing ‘asting from Sto 10 o’clock, several hundred 
ladies and gentlemen being present. On Friday 
afternoon and evening the Catholic Literary and 
Benevolert Union of Deaf-Mutes will have a 
picnic at the Empire City Colosseum, at Sixty- 
eighth-street and East River. Among the deaf- 
mutes who are present at the convention 
are seven editors connected with five pa- 
pers published in the interests of deaf- 
mutes—two being printed in this State and one 
each In Ohio, lowa, and Kansas—and ove lawyer 
who bas been admicted to practice in the Cnited 
States Supreme Court. About one-quarter of 
those present at. the convention are able to speak 
and audibiy answer written questions, but conver- 
sation can be carried on by but one or two who 
are able to read from the lips of those with whom 
they are in conversation—the highest degree of 
perfection reached in the education of deaf-mutes. 
The body, asa whole, is a very intelligent class, 
and the people are pleasant people to meet, as the 
many visitors who were at the hall yesterday as- 
certained. 
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OBLIGED TO STAND AND DELIVER

HUSBAND AND WIFE EACH ACCUSING THE 


OTHER. 

The litigation now going on in the Supreme 
Court between Charles A. Randall,a gentleman 
who is interested in electricity and its uses, and 
his wife, Phoebe A. Randall, is interesting. Each 
is seeking a limited divorcee, and each charges the 
(ther with croel and inhuman actions. The com- 
plaint of Mr. Randall has been prepared with much 
skill. After reciting the facts that he and the de- 
fendant were married in February, 1880, at 
Stamford, Conn., and that they have one 
child—Clarence R. Randali—it says that Mrs. 
Randall is a woman of violent and ungovernable 
temper, and that her conduct from the time of 
their marriage until September. 1882. was “ uni- 
formly harsh, cruel, and malignant, and wholly 
devoid of the affection and respect due from a 
wife to a busband."’ The specific matters advaneed 
in support of these general statements are allega- 


tions that, when the plaintiff and defendant lived 
towether at No. 225 Adelphi street, Brookiyn, Mrs. 
Randall, without provocation, seized her husband, 
beat him severely, scratched his face and tore his 
clothing, and finally compelled him to flee from the 
house into the street, and that she repeated her 
violence ina house in Carlten-avenue, Brooklyn, 
agaiu compelling her husband to flee before ber 
wrath. “* By reason of said acts of violence and 
cruelty of the said defenaant toward the plaintiff,” 
the complaint runs on, ‘‘and of frequent words o 
menace and of threats to take the plaintiff's life, 
the plaintiff fears to tonger live or cohabit with 
the said detendant, believing that it would be un- 
safe for him to do so, and that his life would be 
endangered thereby, as this plaintiff verily be- 
lieves that the said defendant would take this 
plaintiff's life or do him some bodily injury if a 
favurable private opportunity occurred for her to 
do so, and for the reasons hereinbefore stated this 
plaintiff has been driven from his home and bed 
and obliged to seek an asylum and a home else- 
where.”’ He therefore demands from the court a 
decree separating him ‘from the bed and board of 
the defendant.” and asks that she shall be com- 
pelled to pay the costs of th~ sult. 

In her answer Mrs. Randall denies all the charges 
made against her, and asks that her husbana's 
complaint be dismissed. She asserts that she has 
been a kind, dutiful, and faithful wife, and then 
she charges that her husband has repeatedly ill- 
treated her a 2 choking and biting her without 
provocation. ‘or his misconduct she asks the 
court to give hér a limited divorce and award her 
the custody of ber infantson. Some weeks ago 
Judge Donohue ordered Randall to pay his wife a 
counsel fee and alimony. As be has failed to pay 
the alimony regularly, Mrs. Randall’s attorney, 
Mr. William Sweetser, moved before Judge Pot- 
ter, in the Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, 
to have him punished for contempt. The Judge 
reserved his decision. 
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THOMAS MURPHY’S DRAFT. 


THR EX-COLLECTOR SUED BY EMIGRATION 
COMMISSIONER 8TEPHENSON, 

Emigration Commissioner Edmund Stephen- 
eon has brought a suit in the Superior Court against 
ex-Colleetor of the Port Thomas Murphy, for tue re- 
covery of $100, and has procured an order for the 
arrest of Mr. Murphy on the ground that he ob- 
tained the money from him through fraudulent 
misrepresentations. The story of the alleged fraud 
is told in affidavits made by Mr. Stephenson and 
Mr. Hugh Hastings, which were presented to Judge 
Sedgwick yesterday by Messrs. Kelly & McRae, 


the attorneys for Mr. Stephenson. It is a vrief 
tale that Mr. Murphy, meeting Mr. Stephensor in 
the Hoffman House on June 6, asked him to casha 
draft for $500, accepted by Mr. Hugh Hastings. Mr. 
Stephenson said he would, and took Mr. Murphy 
tothe Home Bank, No. 654 Eighth-avenue, to get 
the money. On arriving there Mr. Stephenson 
says he asked Mr. Murpny forthe draft, and tbe 
latter answered that he would make it out. This 
caused Mr, Stephenson to ask him how he knew Mr, 
Hastings would accepta craft, and Mr. Murphy re- 
plied that he and Mr. Hustings had been engaged 
in some real estate transactions and that the latter 
had been unable to pay him his share of the profits 
of the transactions, being somewhat short of availa- 
ble cash, but had toid him to get the money on 
discounting a draft which he would accept. Trust- 
ingin these statements, Mr. Stephenson says, be 
bad the draft cashed at the Home Bank and banded 
the money to Mr. Murphy. Whenthe draft was 
sept to Mr. Hastings he repudiated it, saying that 
be did not authorize Mr. Murphy to draw on him, 
and that he had no bu-iness transactions with him. 
Mr. Stephenson says that he knew Mr. Murphy; 
was financially irresponsible, as there were many 
judgments against him; that he wonld not have 
loaned him money at all, and would not have 
cashed the draft if he had not believed it to he 
true that Mr. Hastings would accept it. Immedi- 
ately after Mr. Hastings refused to accept the 
draft, Mr. Stephenson says he wroteto Mr. Murphy 
for an explanation, but he has received no expla- 
nation, and he has not seen Mr. Murphy since the 
day the draft was cashed. He charges that al! Mr. 
Murphy’s statements were untrue, and were made 
for the purpose of cheating and defrauding him. 
In his affidavit Mr. Hugh Hastings declared that 
Mr. Murphy had no authority to draw on bim. 
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MANAGING 71HE BRIDGE.

A VESSEL LOSING HER TOPMAST-—PUTTING 
GRIPS ON THE CARS. 

The ship Henry L. Sanford, when passing 
under the Brookiyn bridge on Monday morning, 
had her royal topmast carried away. Several po- 
lice officers who were on the bridge at the time of 
the accident reported that the vessel did not pass 
under the highest part of the bridge, but toward 
the Brooklyn side. The ship had passed under the 
bridge safely in April last. Col. Paine, when asked 
yesterday if it was possible for the cables to 
sink permanently, as it bad been reported 


was the case, replied: “Pooh! It is non- 
sense to talk of the cables settling. There is 
a difference, it is true, owing to the contraction of 
the cables, between Winter and Summer. In the 
cold weather the bridge is higher. At no time has 
the bridge at its highest point been less than 136 
feet, and its present height is 135 feet 9inches. We 
estimate a maximum height of 127% feet in Win- 
ter, and a minimuw of 135 feet in Summer. When 
there is a heavy load on the bridge—such a crowd, 
s4y, as Wason it upon the day of the panic—the 
bridge will sink from 3to6inches. Two or three 
weeks ago a vessel had an accident similar to that 
which occurred yesterday to the Sanford, but when 
Isaw it I went up on the pier and tound that the 
bridge was above 135 feet by several inches. It is 
impossible forany permanent alteration to take 
p! ce in the beight of the bridge.” 

“We are still experimenting,” continued Col. 
Paine, *‘upon the grips, and are instructing our 
employes inthe management of the cars. It is 
impossible for me to state how soon we shall have 
the cars running, but it will be at the earliest mo- 
ment practicable. As fast asthe grips are made 
we shall put them on the cars, and perhaps we 
may run some of the cars before the whole 24 are 
ready for service. The grips will do with some 
slight modification. I don’t wonder at the impa- 
tience of the public,” said Col. Paine in conclusion, 
“ but it is best to werfect the machinery first rather 
than risk an accident afterward.” 
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CHRISTIAN STOCK'S LICENSE. 
Christian Stock keeps a liquor-saloon of bad 
reputation in Cross-street, at the corner of White- 
alley, Paterson. A short time ago a man went 
home with his head badly damaged, and said he 
had received his injuries in Stock’s saloon. He 


Gied a day ortwo later. Recently another man 
reported that he bad been robbed of his watch and 
money in the saloon. When Stock applied for a 
renewal of his lieense a month ago it failed to re- 
ceive the approval of the License Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen. He renewed his application 
ou Monday night, when two of the committee 
yoted in his favor and two did not vote. Then 
one of those who had not voted said that George 
Ricker,a well-known resident of the same ward with 
Stock, met the latter a dav or two ago and Stoek 
told nim he had borrowed $15 from his mother, 
wherewith to “ fix"’ one of the committee, naming 
him, so as to get his vote for the license. Stook 
took the money from his pocket,and put it into an 
envelope. Whether the money was actually paid 
to the Alderman named by Stock Mr. Ricker, of 
course, could not say. ‘ihe four members present 
at the meeting of the committee at once denounced 
the whole story, and two of tnem were appointed 
to investigale it, which they proceeded to do with- 
out delay. Mr. Ricker was found, and he told his 
story over again. Stock denied its truth, and his 
mother said he had not asked her for any money. 
The majority of the committee are inelined to the 
belief that Stock lied to Rivker and that he now 
lies to the committee. He is a political worker in 
his ward, and professes to bave much “influence,” 
which leading men in both parties are anxious to 
secure, yet his chances of securing a renewal of 
his license are now slimmer than ever.
